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MISING GIRLS BODY 
FOUND IN A CHIMNEY 


Search for Josie McCahill Ends 
in House Next to Hers. 


"RELATIVES CHARGE MURDER 


Great Throng Gathers and Woilld 
Lynch Chinaman—Traftic in Third 
Avenue Blocked—Police Be- 
lieve Death Accidental. 


The body of little Josie MeCahill, the 
missing girl who was believed to have been 
kidnapped, was found last night tight- 
ly wedged in a chimney of a house adjoin- 
ing her home at 1,839 Third Avenue. Her 
relatives believe that she was murdered. 
The police are satisfied that her death was 
due to an accident. Coroner Jackson said 


the cause of death would not be known un- 
til an autopsy had been performed to-day. 

The body was discovered a little before 6 
ociock. It was ten feet down from the 
root. To get it out of the chimney fire- 
men from a neighboring engine company 
were compelled to dig away the maniel- 
piece in the apartment of a tenant on the 
ton floor of the house. The indications 
Were that the child had been dead for sev- 
erai days. All of the clothing worn by tne 
gir; at the time of her disappearance was 
on the body. 

When the firemen dug away the brick 
wall the body was found in an upright 
position, with the right hand raised above 
the head, and the left hand pressed against 
the breast. The feft foot rested on a | 
brick projection inside the chimney. This 
had prevented the body from dropping to 
the fireplace of the floor below. 

The news of the finding of the body 
spread rapidly through Harlem and thou- 
sands of men and women from that part | 
of the city hurried to the vicinity of the 
child’s home. So many gathered in the 
neighborhood that they filled the roadway 
and sidewalks for several blocks, congest- 
ing. traffic on Third Avenue for over an 
hour and completely shutting off business 
from the shops. 

It finally became necessary to call out the 
meserves of three police precincts to force a 
lane through the crowd to permit the Third 
Avenue surface cars to move. A rep 
spread rapidly through the neighborh6od 
t> the effect that the child had been thrown 
Gewn the. chimney by a Chinese laundry- 
man whose place is on the ground floor of 
the tall tenement where Josie. resided. 


ns 7D HURLS BRICKS. 


Many ih the erowd believed this story, 
and the men ahd women who stood there 
gaping at the house soon became a howl- 
ing mob. There were shouts of ‘* Hang the 
Chinaman!”"’ and an attempt to lynch the 
laundryman would certainly have been 
made but for the arrival of the extra force 
of police. 

As it was the crowd got as close as they 
dared to the laundry and hurled bricks 
trough the plate glass window of the China- 
man’s place. The police finally charged on 
the crowd and drove everybody from the 
block. No one was-injured in the rush that 
followed the action of the police. 

As two rewards had been offered for the 
finding of the child, at least a dozen per- 
sons in the neighborhood told of being the 
first to discover the body in the chimney. 
It seems, however, that the tenants in the 
house at 1841 Third“ Avenue had noticed 
something unusual about their apartments. 

No one wes able to discover the cause of 
the trouble’ until late yesterday Afternoon, 
‘When Mrs. Henry Blumenthal called the 
attention of two amateur sleuths to the 
matter. FPhey were Henry Flynn of 179 
East Winety-sixth Street and George 
Straussberg of 116 East Ninety-sevegth | 
Street. They had gone to the house to re- 
sume the search for Josie in hopes of get- 
ting the reward offered by Senator Fraw- 
ley and the people of the district. 

About the same time Richard Cleary of 
230-East Seventy-fourth Street and James 
Gavan of the same address, also in Fraw- 
jey’s employ, were discussing the matter 
with Mrs. David Wolf in her apartments 
on the fifth or top floor of the house. Mrs. | 
Blumenthal resides on the fourth floor. 
Flynn and Straussberg concluded that the 
chimney ought to be looked into. Cleary 
and Gavan about the same time were in 
the Wolf apartments. Their investigation 
led them to conclude that there was some- 
thing wrong with the chimney. All four 
men went up on the roof,

‘ Flynn carried a flatiron tied to a clothes 
line. Cleary carried a long pole with a hook 
at: the end. They found that the chimney 
top extended only eighteen inches above 
the coping stone of the wall of the Mc- 
Cahill house. The coping formed a sort of 
step plumb up against the chimney, so 
that it would have been an easy matter |} 
for a child to climb from the McCahill roof 
to the chimney top. 

- Upon =e the chimney 

men found'it had four flues, each big | 
enough for a child’s body to enter. Each } 
opening, or each flue, was nine inches long 
and six wide. Flynn lowered the flat iron 
into the first flue. It went down about ten 
feet and there met with an obstruction. 

The flatiron was lifted out, and the mun 
w'th the pole poked it into the chimney 
and fished around until he found he had 
soirething on the end of the pole. When 
he pulled it up he brought the sleeve of 
a child’s dress.” ! 

Two of the men on the roof, satisfied 
that the body was there, hurried down to 
the street and ran to the East One Hun- 
dred and Fourth Street Station, where they 
told the Sergeant at the desk the story of | 
the chimney search. In the meantime Mrs. 
Wolf had informed Detective Sergeant 
Smith and Roundsman Mills, who were at ; 
the door of the house. When they went up ; 
sarin ete ne 
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to the roof they found Mrs. McCahill, the 


mother of the child, there weeping. 

The police induced her to go back to her } 

apartments and wait there. By that time | 
the men with the pole had drawn up a 
piece of hair ribbon, which one of the 
neighbors identified as having been worn 
by the girl on May 2, the day of her dis- 
appearance. 

Convinced that the child’s body was in 
the chimney, Detective Smith returned to 
the station and so reported to the Ser- 
geant. The Sergeant then sent word to the 
fire engine house next door, requesting that 
men be sent to dig away tge chimney wall 
in the apartments on the top floors. 

Lieut. Conway and Fireman Cullen of 
Engine 55 volunteered to break through the 
wall, and, taking axes and crowbars with 
them, they went to the house and tore 
away the mantel in Mrs. Wolf’s apart- 
ments. When they had dug a big hole 
through the wall they saw the child’s legs. 

They hyrried along their work, and a 
few minutes later took out the body. The 
police patrol wagon was sent for and the 
body was removed to thé East One Hun- 
dred and Fourth Street Station. 


CHILD'S MOTHER STRICKEN. 


Mrs. McCahill was in her apartments 
weeping when the news came to her of the 
finding of the body in the chimney. She 
had heard the sounds of the crowbars dig- 
ging at the wall in the adjoining house, 
and knew that the men would not be at 
work there unless they had ah inkling that 
the body was really in the chimney. When 
told that her child had been found dead she 
swooned, and a physician was called to at- 
tend her. 

“It was the custom of the children to 
play about the house,”’ said one woman who 
lives in the house, “‘ but Josie was always 
eareful about going near the edge of the 
roof.”’ 

Another woman said that the child had 
been in the habit of playing with a pet kit- 
ten all over the roof. This woman thought 
the child might have climbed on the chim- 
ney to get the cat, and in that manner had 
fallen down the flue. 

One of the neighbors said that persons in 
the apartments on the third floor of the 
house at No. 1,841 had heard a queer noise, 
as if something had been thrown down the 
chimney on Wednesday night of last week. 
They hurried to the window, and say they 
saw a strange man running out of the 
hall. To the police they said last night 
that the man was dressed in a white suit 
such as a baker or a plasterer might wear. 

The most remarkable story was that told 
by a policeman who was on post near the 
house. He said that he was approached on 
Wednesday afternoon by a strange woman, 
who told him the police ought to search in 
the chimney for the missing girl. Some ten- 
ants in the house demanded the arrest of 
the woman, but the policeman thought she 
was mentally unbalanced and did not mo- 
lest her.

Mrs. Donnelly, who lives in the house, 
said she remenibered that about a year ago 
a boy had fallen into the chimney where 
Josie’s body was found. She said he was 
playing hide-and-seek on the roof with 
some companions, when he fell into one of 
the apertures. He was stout and did not 
go in very far.

Cranfill declined to make a statement, but 
Hayden talked freely. Both men continued ! 
the journey to Nashville on different trains 
this evening. 

Mr. Hayden and Mr. Cranfill are the 
best-known Baptist preachers in Texas, if 
not in the South. Both also are editors. 
Cranfill publishes The Baptist Standard at 
Dallas, and was the prohibition candidate 
for Vice President of the United States in 
1892. Hayden edits The Baptist Herald. He 
and Cranfill have been bitter enemies for ‘ 
years, and have printed the most severe 
statements concérning each other. Hayden, 
as a sequel, was denied a seat in the Baptist } 
State Convention at San Antonio in 1897. 
He sued Cranfill and others fo. libel and 
damages and was awarded $30,000, 

The Supreme Court of Texas granted a 
new trial, and a second verdict was se- 
cured, this time for $15,000. That was more 
than a year ago. The Supreme Court to- 
day reversed this judgment, and granted 
Cranfill a third trial. Several collisions be- 
tween various persons have taken place} 


during the long-drawn litigation, but to-!

Christian Scientists Must Quit 
Clubs That Exclude Either Sex. 


MASONS’ PROTEST IS HEEDED 


They Secure an Exemption from the 
Edict—Sorosis, Rainy Daisies, and 
Odd Fellows Typubled. 


The Rev. Mother Mary Baker Eddy has 
issued an edict against the. segregation of 
the sexes in clubs. Recently there came 
word from her at Concord, N. H., that her 
chosen lambs must choose between member- 
ship in her flock and identification with 
any club or association from which either 
sex was excluded. The word from Mother 
Mary was very positive, and arrived in the 
form of an amendment to the constitution 
of the Church, which is the supreme law 
of its government. Since the framiing of 
its constitution by Mrs. Eddy, the head of 
the Church, such changes as‘she would 
make have been in the form of amendments 
on which nobody voted and in which all 
acquiesced, su that they have been adopted 
unanimously. 

When this latest word came from Con; 
cord the faithful were etaggered, for 
most of them are members of clubs’ and 
associations founded on principles that pre- 
clude the association of both men and 
women in them, 

There was lamentation among the Rainy 
Day girls, in Sorosis, and in similar clubs. 
Just, what they were to do with men in 
their organizations was a puzzle. There 
were various suggestions. Some one said 
that they might elect to membership the 
janitors of their clubrooms or the elevator 
boys who carry them to the places of their 
meetings. In this way they would be tech- 
nically obeying the order from Concord. 

Members of masculine athletic clups and 
kindred organizations wondered what would 
happen if women were to be admitted on 
an equality. Lifting the “high ball” as 
well as other weights, keeping on their hats 
in English fashion, and doing as they 
pleased generally would. be things of the 
past. Mrs. Eddy's latest revelation stunned 
them. 

The general notion'that Mrs. Eddy does 
not keep her ear to the ground, was dis- 
pelled yesterday by the announcement that 
she had heard from Masons of various de- 
grees, members of her church, and had 
sent an amendment to her iatest amend- 
ment to the effect that Masons were to be 
‘exempt from the previous ruling. As one 
of the Masons put it: 

‘“‘Mother Eddy made a little mistake. It 
was like the farmer who was. persuaded -to 
have a telephone put in his house and then 
went to town to call up his wife. The men 
who had put in the ‘phone were there when 
he rang up his wife. . Just then a bolt of 
lightning hit the wire and the farmer was 
knocked across ‘the room... When he re- 
covered from the shock hésaid that he 
had no fault to find "With the ‘telephone. 
The instrument was a perfect success. He 
had cértainly heard from his Wife.” 

What the Odd Fellows and kindred or- 
ganizations will be able to do remains to 


be seen. 
RESCUES AT HOME FOR AGED. 


Firemen Save Lives This Morning at St. 
Peter’s, in Brooklyn. 


Many narrow escapes and heroic rescues 
by firemen marked the progress of a three 
alarm fire in St. Peter*® Home for the 
Aged at 395 and 397 Hicks Street, Brooklyn, 
at 1 o’clock this morning. The building is 
at the corner of Congress Street, along 
which it extends 100 feet, a brick structure 
four stories high. | 

The flames were discovered by Father 
John Dresser, pastor of St. Peter’s Church. 
He had been at an entertainment at St. 
Peter's Parochial Schoo] Hall in the same 
block. He found flames issuing from the 
basement near the engine room. 

Dashing into the building, 
awakened the four sisters, Raphael, 
Bona, Lucella, and Thomasanna. 
went through tha 
enceavored to get the women inmates out. 
When the firemen arrived, it was found 
that some were still in their rooms. 

Julia Armstrong, sixty-eight years old, 
was taken from a third-story window by 
Firemen John Campbell, 
and Thomas Tyrrell. Mary McCue, seventy 
years old, was rescued from the top floor 
by Firemen Quinn and Noble. Kate Ho- 
gan, another inmate, was saved by 
Firemen Martin and Regan. 
Carthy and Julia McGuire; seventy-five 
years old, in the third story, were rescued 
by Firemen Delaney and O'Brien.

/ FIRE ENGINE E KILLS PHYSICIAN. 


| Dr. Bernard Mackay Cri Crushed to Death 
in Madison Avenue. | 


Both a fire“engine and its tender ran over 
Dr. Bernard Mackay, a wealthy retired physi- | 
cian, at Twenty-seventh Street and Madi- 
son Avenue last night, killing him almost 
instantly, Many men and women, who were 
sitting on stoops or walking near by, saw 
the accident. Dr. Mackay’s wife and daugh- 
ter, both of whom returned from Palm 
Beach on Wednesday, were at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel. They and his two sons soon 
arrived at his Madison Avenue apartment, ; 
where the body had been carried. 

The physician had been deaf forty years. 
He. disliked traveling, and refused to teave 
New York. When his wife and daughter 


wert to Florida he took an apartment at 

} Madison Avenue. He had been walking 
in Madison Square just before he met the 
engine at Twenty-seventh Street, just out- 
side his home. The‘engine was No. 14 {rom 
14 East BHighteenth Street, and was re- 
spending to what proved to be a false 
alarm of fire. from Lexington Avenue and 
Twenty-seventh Street. 

James Reilly, the driver, while the bell 
clanged and the whistle tooted, shouted at 
the top of his voice when he, saw the doc- 
tor crossing the street. Seeing that the 
old man did not look up,’ he swerved the 
horses in the hope that the engine might 
pass safely. But Dr.-Mackay was struck 
by the near horse and knocked down. The 
wheels passed over him, and then the ten- 
der crushed his body.’ The engine pro- 
ceeded to the fire, leaving one fireman be- 
hind to see what had happened. 

Mrs. Mackay and her daughter were to 
have gone to- “flay to Dr. Mackay’s country 
home at Lenox, Mass.’ Mrs. Mackay was 
ill and in bed when the news of the acci- 
dent reached her, but she hastened to get 
into a cab with her daughter, and they 
reached the Madison Avenue apartment; in 
a few minutes. Archibald and Richard, the 
sons, were already there. 

Dr. Mackay, who was seventy years old, 
was a son of Col. William Mackay, a Brit- 
ish Army officer. Though he came to the 
United States forty years-ago, he always 
remained an English subject. Mrs. Mackay | 
is a cousin of the Earl of Cassilis, a Scotch i 
nobleman. 

The driver of the engine, who was com- 
pletely unnerved by the accident, was 
placed under arrest by the order of Capt., 
Cottrell of the West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion, but Coroner §choler paroled him in the 
custody of Capt. Walsh, who said Reilly 
was with the firemen who went to Balti- 
more and was a brave man and a very care- 
ful one. This was his first accident.

Subsequent to the issuing of the Papal

teen Archbishops were present. 

At the close ‘of the session Archbishop 
Messmer of Milwaukee was quoted as hav- 
ing said that there would be no changes 
in the music of American Catholic churches 
for the present, for it was the opinion of 
all of the Archbishops at the meeting that 
under the present circumstances it would 
be practically impossible to enforce the de- 
cree of Pope Pius X. 

Cardinal Gibbons was asked to write to 
the Vatican of the facts which led to this 
decision, and to ask for advice and a modi- 
fication of the decree, which would make 
its enforcement possible. The Archbishops 
then decided not to do anything more in the 
matter until a reply should be received from 
Rome, and some even were in favor of let- 
ting it pass over until the next Archbishops’ 
canference next year. i 

When the decision was brought to the 
attention of Cardinal Gibbons in Baltizmnore 
he said: *' The letter of the Holy fatner 
was carefully considered; attention was 
calied to the pihadent tolerations &f the 
views of the Holy Father, who, while giv- 
ing special encour: ent and approval to 
the use of the Gregorian Chant wherever 
practicable, is far from insisting upon it 
exciusively, but deals at length on the ecx- 
cellence of the compositions of the school 
of Palestrina, and praises likewise such

Port Dalny, on Talienwan Bay, on the 
east coast of the Liao-Tung Peninsula, was 
intended by Russia to be the chief com- 
mercial emporium of its Eastern dominions, 


Talienwan Bay is one of the finest deep- 
water harbors on the Pacific. It is free 
from ice in Winter time and ships drawing ~ 
thirty feet of water can enter at low tide 
without difficulty. 

Five large piers had been constructed, 
each supplied with numerous railroad 
tracks and immense warehouses and ele- 
vators, gas, electric lights, and water, and 
a large breakwater was being constructed, 
There werg two first-class dry docks, one 
intended for ordinary ocean steamers and 
the other for the largest vessels of war cr 
commerce. 

The City of Dalny consists first, of the 
administration portion, in which are located 
railroad shops, for mgking cars, &c., repair 
shops, shops for steamship construction and 
repair, with various offices of the port, 
steamships, and railroad, residences of me- 
chanics and general employes, together with 
hotels, parks, churches, schools, clubs, and 
places of amusement. 

Then there is the foreign residence sec- 
tion jojning the general mercantile section. ' 

Over $6,000,000 had been expended on the 
Jarbor system before the end of 1902, and 
it was estimated that the cost of complet+— 
ing the works would be nearly $20,000,000.

TO INVEST PORT ARTHUR. 


Heavy Force of Japanese Approaches 
Fortress in the Rear. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 12.—A telegram 
received by the General Staff from Gen. 
Karkevitch says: ; 

“On May 4 some sixty Japanese trans- 
ports and warships appeared at sea between 
Pitsewo and Cape Terminal. Detachments 
of sharpshooters were sent to reconnoitre, 
and a small detachment of infantry was 
sent from Polandien. 

“The troops sent to reconnoitre announced 
that the Japanese were landing near Cape 
Siao-Kohuseitsa, in Kin-Chow Bay, near 
the mouth of the Tcheng-Yu River, and 


were posting a division of 10,000 in, the 
neighboring villages. The Russian popula- 
tion was withdrawn from Pitsewo. 

“Having fulfilled its task, our small de- 
tachment retired on the evening of May 5, 
but met en route a superior force of the 
enemy and took another road. The detach- 
ment was pursued by the Japanese for a 
distance of six miles, and our casualties 
weré one sharpshooter wounded and three 
horses killed. 

“The Japanese on the evening of May 5 
sent two regiments toward Tant-Sia-Fang, 
and also two detachments south and west 
of the points of disembarkation. 

‘“‘Japanese scouts appeared at 8 o’clock 
on the morning of May 6 at Polandien, and 
then Japanese infantry came up and opened 
fire on a mail train bound north, but with- 
out result. 

“The Japanese evacuated Polandien May 
7, probably because a great storm began to 
gather, and also because they feared being 
cut off. 

Russians Watch Enemy’s Work. 


“On May 8 a small detachment of Rus- 
sian cavalry effected a reconnaissance 
toward Sanchilipu, Pitsewo, and Wu-Funge 
Tien, covering in a day sixty-five miles. *

Caution is apparent in the operations on 
the Peninsula of Liao-Tung, where 20,000 
Japanese are seeking to render themselves 
secure in the western section of the penin- 
sula and in the vicinity of and below 
Pitsewo, before inaugurating the operations 
which have been planned. 

It is evident from a private letter written 
by an artillery officer at Port Arthur, 
dated April 20, that Gen. Stoessel, the Rus- 
sian commander there, was then daily ex- 
pecting the cutting off of his communica- 
tions. The officer reported that everything 
was ready to withstand a-siege, and ex- 
pressed surprise at the fact that the enemy 
had delayed so long. 

He said the fortress was practically im- 
pregnable, adding that there was a triple 
row of forts around the Port Arthur glacis, 
each position being fronted by a moat with 
a hedge of barbed wire’ beyond, with bomb- 
proof behind all the batteries. The officer 
further declared that they had plenty of 
supplies and ammunition and that the gar- 
rison was in excellent spirits and confident 
of holding out for nine months or a year 
against any number of the enemy, even if 
they possessed siege guns. 

Gen. Kuropatkin offered Gen. Stoessel 
reinforcements, but the latter declined 
them, saying he had enough men and did 
not care to run the risk of. an epidemic as 
the result, of overcrowding.

KUROKI THREATENS HAI-CHENG. 


But Russians Can’t Locate His Troops— 
Manchurian Advance Continued. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 18. — Further 
progress of the Japanese in Southern Man- 
churia is reported in the official dispatches 
given out last night. The position of the 
division which is following the direct road 
to Hai-Cheng has not yet been disclosed. 


» Gen. Karkevitch in.a dispatch, to the 
General Staff says that on May 8 part of 
the Japanese vanguard appeared in the val- 
ley of the Sedzi River and that a consider- 
able body of the enemy continues to oc- 
cupy Douanmyo. Another detachment, 
composed apparently of one battalion of in- 
fantry and half a squadron of cavalry, is 
situated about five miles north of Taku- 
shan 

Utuer information indicates that on May 
10 a Japanese force of 10,000 infantry and 
50 guns, chiefly mountain guns, halted for 
the day at Hun-Kiapusze and advanced on 
May 11 toward Siu-Yen. 

The Ministry of War has received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Major Gen. Pflug, 
dated May 11: 

“ According to information received May 
10 from Feng-Wang-Cheng, one of the 
guards divisions advanced along the Hai- 
Cheng road, and about a division and 1,500 
cavalry were to advance by the Feng- 
Wang-Cheng road to Samatra. 

“Up to the present there have been dis- 
covered at Kwan-Tien-Sien advance guards 
consisting of a battalion ‘of infantry and 
three squadrons of cavalry with a mountain 
battery. 

“ According to reports received, the Jap- 
anese troops, who béfore May 7 were in 
the neighborhood of Feng-Wang-Cheng, 
were disposed in two sections, the first a 
day’s march to the southwest of the Feng- 
Wang-Cheng and the second on the lower 
course of the Tayang River. The latter 
commenced to cross on the same day. 


RUSSIAN FORCE IN KOREA. 


Detachment of 2,900 Reported at Unsan 
—Losses at An-ju Fight. 


SEOUL, May 12.—An American miner 
who left An-ju on May 8 has arrived here 
and reports that a force of 2,900 Russians 
recently spent the night at Unsan. He 
Says also that large bodies of Russian 
troops were reported to be in that vicinity. 
Reports of fighting were received here to- 
day, but they lack confirmation. 

The la.2st official reports show that the 
Russian force which recently attacked An- 
ju formed part of Gen. Mandaritoff’s flying 
column of 600 Trans-Baikal Cossacks and 
100 Usuri Cossacks from Liao-Yang. They 
were covering twenty-five miles daily. 

A late account of the An-ju fight says 
that infantry reinforcements reached the 
beleaguered Japanese troops at An-ju at 
6:30 o’clock in the evening of May 10. The 
garrison had fought fiercely for twelve 
hours, the men reserving their fire until 
the enemy were at close range upon each 
attempt to storm the gate. 

The Cossacks then retired over the east- 
ern hills toward Yong Pyong, the provin- 
cial capital, leaving fifty killed and wound- 
ed on the field and one non-commissioned 
officer captured. The Japanese lost four 
killed and six wounded. 


TOKIO, May 12.—According to an official 
report the Russian casualties in the fight- 
ing at An-ju on May 10 amounted to over 
fifty men. The Japanese lost four killed 
and six wounded. The Russians engaged 
numbered 700, and were from the Fifteenth 
Cossack Regiment. 

‘A majority of the enemy disliked fight- 
ing the Japanese,”’ the official reports say, 
**and their morale is low.” 


LONDON, May 12.—A dispatch from 
Bbul in reporting the An-ju fight says that 
the broken telegraph line has now been re- 
paired, 

Gen. Haraguchi, heretofore commanding 
the Japanese troops in the S6ul district, as- 
sumes command of all the Japanese troops 
south of the Yalu River.

Bonds at 5 Per Cent. Interest, Redeem 
able.in Paris, Will Be Issued: 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 12,—The ‘ollow- 
ingystatement has been officially communi- 
cated to the press: 

“The war, Which broke out in spite of 
the peaceful intentions of Russia, found 
the finances of the,empire in a satisfac- 
tory position, 

“The effective capital of the Exchequer, 
which at the beginning of the year amount- 
ed to 182,000,000 rubles, has been more than 
doubled up. to the present time, by reason 
of the diminution of the budget expenses. 
Now the whole sum at the disposal of the 
Exchequer exceeds 300,000,000 rubles. 

“ Despite this, the war expenditure must 
be very considerable, and on this account 
it has been thought prudent to discover @ 
new method for providing funds. There 
funds might be borrowed from the State 
Rank to the extent of 500,000,000 rubles. but 
in order to avoid expending the effective 
capital at the risk of a distufbance of the 
meney in circulation, and as the Govorn- 
ment wishes to see Russia at the end of 
the war in the same steady financial posi- 
tlon as before the outbreak of hostilities, 
the Finance Minister has. considered it 
necessury to have recourse to an external 
loan. 

“By imperial order of May 12 for on 
increase in the war funds the issue of a 
5 per cent. external loan for a short term 
has been decided upon with a nominal cap- 
ita: of 300,000,000 rubles, or 800.900,000 
francs, ($160,000,000,) under the title of *6 
per cent: State Exchequer bonds of 1904,’ 
free forever from Russian taxes. 

“On May 14, 1909, these bonds will be 
redeemable at the issue price, and must 
be presented for redemption in Paris. 

“The flotation of the loan is intrusted to 
the Netherlands Bank, the Credit f.yon- 
nais, and Hottinguer & Co. of Paris.” 

The statement published in the foreign 
press that after this loan another will be 
issued in Germany is officially declared to 
be devoid of foundation. 


BIG RUSH FOR JAPANESE LOAN. 


Oversubscribed Largely Here and 


Twenty Times in London. 


LONDON, May 12.—Subscriptions to the 
half of the Japanese loan of $50,000,000 al- 
lotted to England closed at 4 P. M. to-day. 
It was estimated that the loan was over- 
subscribed twenty times. There was @ 
grent rush to subscribe and an enormous 
number of applications for small amounts. 

A very short time after the subscription 
books of the Japanese bonds were opened 
yesterday morning by Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
the National City Bank, and the National 
Bank of Commerce, the $25,000,000 of the 
loan to be allotted in New York had been 
considerably oversubscfibed. The books, 
however, were not immediately closed, the 
announcement being made that they would 
be kept open until 11 o’clock this moring, in 
order to give an opportunity* to out-of- 
town applicants to have their names en- 
tered on the lists. 

While financial institutions, including a 
number of out-of-town banks, were large 
subscribers to the bonds, there was con- 
siderable demand for them from private in- 
dividuals. 

One of the banks offering the bonds said 
that doubtless the subscriptions received 
fof the Japanese bonds were partly the 
result of thé popular sympathy with Japan 
felt in this country, although the invest- 
ment wes itself sufficiently attractive to 
be in demand, apart from any question of 
sympathy. : 


HAYASHI PRAISES THE FRENCH. 


Japanese Minister Doesn't Blame Them 
for Sympathizing with Russia.

PARIS, May 12,—In an interview with 
the correspondent of the Matin, Baron 
Hayashi, the Japanese Minister at Lon- 
don, says the Japanese highly appre- 
ciate the scrupulously correct attitude 
of the French Government and French 
people. It was to be expected, he says, 
that Russia would have the sympathy of 
a great majority of Frenchmen, and the 
Japanese are-in no wise displeased at 
the further proof of the fact that when 
a nation has acquired the friendship of 
the French people it may safely rely 
upon it under all circumstances. 

He was glad, despite the present war 
and the bonds of friendship which unite 
the French, public to the adversary of 
Japan, that the Japanese had been able 
to maintain good and cordial relations 
with the Freneh, which he hoped one 
day, after the conclusion of hostilities, 
would become much more intimate. 


CONSUL MILLER RESTRAINED. 


Niu-Chwang Censorship Wouldn’t Let 
Him Answer Mr. Conger. 


SHAN-HAI-KWAN, May 12.—Three hun- 
dred and fifty Russian soldiers are at Niu- 
Chwang, and the city is quiet. Most of the 
white women who resided at Niu-Chwang 
have gone'to Tien-Tsin, but the white men 
remain there. 

The censorship in the town is severe. 
United States Consul Miller has not been 
allowed to answer Minister Conger's re- 
quest for a statement as to the local situa- 
tion. 


GET CROSSES OF ST. GEORGE. 


Russian Soldiers Decorated for Bravery 
at Kiu-Lien-Cheng. 


LIAO-YANG, May 12.—The first distri- 
bution was made to-day of Crosses of the 
Order of St. George to the men of the 
Eleventh and Twelfth Regiments for brav- 
ery displayed at the battle of Kiu-Lien- 
Cheng. The following order of the day was 
read to the soldiers: 

“The commander of the Manchurian 
army sends these decorations for distribu- 
tion to the men who showed great bravery 
at the battle of Kiu-Lien-Cheng. Every 
one who receives the Cross of St. George 
must wear it with honor and try to be 
worthy of this reward of the Emperor. 

“ Wear it, and if, with God’s grace, you 
return to your families, tell your children, 
and in old age your grandchildren, how 
you fought on the heights of Kiu-Lien- 
Cheng, one against six. % 


CHAIR FALLS FROM BRIDGE. 


Strikes Deck of East River Ferryboat 
and Scares Passengers. 


Passengers on the ferryboat Oregon were 
almost thrown into a panic yesterday when 
some one cried out in alarm. Looking up- 
ward, they saw a heavy wooden chair come 
hurtling down from the Brooklyn Bridge. 
An instant later the chair was smashed 
into pieces as it struck the ferryboat deck. 

An express wagon drawn by two horses 
and driven by John Latino of 183 St. Rad- 
ward’s Street, Brooklyn, was crossing the 
bridge near the edge of the south roadway.

BRITHSH IN SORRY 
PLIGHT IN TIBET 


Tibetans Still Hold Jong and 
Reinforcements Arrive. 


BRITISH SORTIE A FAILURE 


Enfilading Position Taken but Had to 
be Abandoned—Besiegers Still 
Bombard Garrison.

GYANG-TSE, May 12.—British troops 
made a reconnoissance in force yester- 
day, Col. Brander taking the larger part 
of the garrison to flank the hills behind 
and to the east. The Jong Monastery on 
the mountain side was visited because it 
had harbored the enemy’s horsemen two 
days ago, but was found to be merely 
inhabited by aged monks from Gompa, 
and therefore left unharmed. . 

No opposition was offered by the Tibe- 
tans until the column had nearly re- 
turned, when a hot fire opened from 
Jong, where the Jingals have apparent- 
ly been considerably reinforced. The 
fire continued for nearly an hour after 
the safe return of the troops, and ex- 
cellent practice was made. The eleva- 
tion of Jong enables the Tibetans to 
pour a plunging fire and adds greatly to 
the range of their weapons, which have 
been fairly accurate and effective since 
the Tibetans got the range of the mission 
post exactly. 

Reinforcements of small parties have 
been seen from time to time concentrat- 
ing by the Shigatse and Lhasa roads 
upon Gyang-Tse and the new fortifica- 
tions at Jong, which are extraordinary 
both in-extent and excellence of con- 
struction, are being carried on night 
and day. 

I regret to announce that confirmation 
has been received of the report that 
Capt. Parr’s servants were put to death 
with barbarity, being slowly cut to 
pieces. Sung, a Chinaman, who was 
taken yesterday and released to-day, ad- 
mitted that the Chinese General Ma 
Was responsible for this outrage”by de- 
liberate inaction. 

The rifles now used by the enemy are 
of superior European take, fire ex- 
press bullets, and easily range as far as 
the mission post. Exact distances taken 
from Col. Younghusband’s house are: To 
the houses at the base of the rock on 
which Jong is built, 1,150 yards; to the 
central gun position of the Tibetans, 
1,350 yards; to the summit of Jong, 1,450 
yards. 

The postystill comes and goes daily. 

The bo rdment was renewed at 5 
o’clock this afternoon and kept up till 
dark. This morning a village about 1,500 
yards to the east, from.which our chief 
defenses could be enfilkidea, Was occu- 
pied and partially destroyed by the Thir- 
ty-second Pioneers, but our force was 
insufficient to hold both places. 

Tibetans are reported to be advancing 
lines of sangars on the plain under the 
protection of fog. 


BRITISH TO ENTER LHASA. 


Government Decides That Recent 
Events in Tibet Make It Inevitable. 


,LONDON, May 12. — Indian Secretary 
Brodrick informed the House of Commons 
to-day that the Government had decided 
that recent events in Tibet made it inevita- 


ble that the British mission must advance 
to Lhasa, the Capital, unless the Tibetans 
consented to negotiate at Gyang-Tse with- 
in a given date. The Chinese Amban had 
been notified to this effect. 

At the same time, added Mr. Brodrick. 
the Government did not intend to depart 
from its policy regarding Tibet, as pre- 
viously announced, All the necessary meas- 
ures will be taken to secure the lines of 
communication. 


ZANGWILL WARNS BALFOUR. 


Insists That England Is Catching the 
Anti-Jew Epidemic.

LONDON, May 12.—The Times pub- 
lishes the following letter from Israel 
Zangwill to the editor: 

“T see from your columns that Mr. 
Balfour believes the statement that Eng- 


land is catching the epidemic . which 
rages everywhere against the Jew to be 


quite untrue. 

“As this statement happens to be 
mine, permit me to wonder at Mr. Bal- 
four’s apparent ignorance of what is go- 
ing on. I did not, of course, imagine 
that the leader of a party reconstructed 
by an alien immigrant’s grandson was 
himself anti-Semite; but the design of 


a bill and the effect of a bill may be 
two different things, and, although the 
Government is honorably free from anti- 
Semitism, the Aliens bill was inspired by 
anti-Semites and will reinspire them. 

“ However, I did not even confine my- 
self to the Aliens bill. I cited as con- 
current phenomena Jewbaiting in Wales, 
Jew boycotting in Ireland, and anti-Se- 
mitic pamphleteering in Scotland. 

“The whole country shows signs of in- 
fection. How then can my diagnosis that 
England is catching the epidemic be 
quite untrue? For a statesman who 
would regard anti-Semitism as a most 
serious national misfortune, Mr. Bal- 
four is peculiarly careless in the neigh- 
borhood of gunpowder.”

INSTRUCT FOR PARKER 


Hearst Men Defeated and Unit Rule 
Adopted in Convention. 


CHEERS FOR MAYOR M’CLELLAN 


Delegates and Spectators Indulge in a 
Demonstration for Several Minutes 
When His Name Is Uttered. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 12.—The most 
interesting Democratic State Convention 
since 1892, when Cleveland and Isaac P. 
Gray contested for the control of the In- 
diana delegation to the National Conven- 
tion, was held to-day. 

A feature of the convention was the dem- 
onstration, that followed the mention of the 
name of Mayor George B. McClellan of 
New York as a possible nominee at St. 
Louis. The cheering lasted for several 
minutes, several hundred delegates and 
spectators rising and waving hats and 
handkerchiefs. 

The feeling of the delegates was intense 
when the convention opened to-day. The 
Hearst followers nad been wrought to a 
high pitch of excited determination by 
means of rousing addresses beforehand by 
the Rev. Sam Small of Georgia, and C. A. 
Windle of Chicago, who denounced Na- 
tional Committeeman Thomas Taggart. The 


Rev. Sam Small had even advised against 
voting for Parker if he were nominated. 

A cordon of police was thrown about the 
speakers’ platform at 1 o’clock when, after 
an unsuccessful effort to force an adjourn- 
ment, the Hearst delegates attempted to 
precipitate a riot. For a few minutes pan- 
demonium prevailed. 

Chairman Smith ted to drown the hisses 
and shouts with his voice, but-failed. Grad- 
ually the excited supporters of Hearst 
pushed forward, growing more vehement 
in their gestures and more threatening 
in their attitude. At this juncture the po- 
lice appeared and thrust the crowd back. 
clearing a space in front of the stand, and 
Smith was able to proceed. 

All ballots cast in the convention showed 
the Parker forces to be in control of 1,034 
delegates, while the Hearst leaders could 
muster only 468. 

The convention instructed the thirty dele- 
gates to the National Convention to vote 
as a_ unit for Judge Parker of New York 
for President, indorsed Thomas Taggart 
for. National Committeeman, and recom- 
mended him to the National Commitfee as 
its Chairman; recommended for delegates 
at large to the National Convention W. H. 
O’Brien of ie conus, John W. Kern 
of Indianapolis, B. F. Shively of South 
Bend, and Major G. V. Mensiées of Mount 
Vernon. For.alternates at large the report 
named Ora F. Creigmile, Willis Hickam, 
A. E. Melching, and B, F. Diehh The Elec- 
tors at large were Hugh Dougherty and 
Warder W. Stevens. The vote on instruc- 
tion for Parker was 954 to 582, many dele- 
Bates being in sympathy with the plea of 
the Twelfth Distruct that its two dele- 
i be allowed to vote their sentiments 
or Hearst. 

In recommending the district delegates, 
the minority report did not recognize the 
would-be rump convention held in the Sev- 
enth, but it recognized. the rumps in the 
First, Second, Sixth, Ninth, Tenth, and 
Thirteenth. 

The report of the Committee on Creden- 
tials dealt with just three contests—those 
in Tippecanoe, Benton, and Laporte Coun- 
ties. In all these counties the Parker men 
Ve. Seanee, and there was no minority 
report. 


HEARST BOLT AT CAPITAL. 


Row at District of Columbia Demo- 
cratic Convention.

WASHINGTON, May 12.~The Democrats 
of the District of Columbia met in conven- 
tion to-day and selected six delegates to 
the St. Louis Convention. 

The proceedings prior to organization 
were lively and marked by the same degree 
of disorder that is usual with political 


gatherings of both parties of this district 
once in four years. The election of dele- 
gates to a National Convention is the only 
political function that is permitted to the 
citizens of Washington, and they make the 
most of it. 

The result of to-day’s contest was the de- 
feat of the partisans of Mr. Hearst, who 
have been conducting an earnest campaign 
for the District's six delegates. The oppo- 
sition to Hearst succeeded in’ the delegate 
election, but the fight was continued in the 
convention by the Hearst men in the hope 
that they would gain advantage that would 
serve them at St. Louis. The relative 
strength of the factions was eighteen for 
Hearst and twenty-four against him. 

Finding they could not carry out their 
programme, the Hearst men refused to pare 
ticipate in the proceedings and bolted. he 
remaining delegates went on with ‘the pre- 
liminary work, named delegates for St. 
Louis and adopted a platform. No instruc- 
tions were given the delegates chosen. 
The Hearst bolters met in a separate hall 
and selected a ‘contesting delegation. 


YATES-LOWDEN MEN CONTROL. 


Secure Temporary Organization of Iili- 
nois Republican State Convention. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 12.—With the 
Yates-Lowden men in control of the tem- 
porary organization, the Republican State 
Convention met here to-day. 

State Chairman Rowe presented, as tein- 
porary Chairman of the State Convention, 
Joseph G. Cannon, Speaker of the Na- 
tional House of Representatives. With 
a unanimous shout of aye, the convention 
approved the nomination. Chairman Can- 
non spoke briefly. A sensation then was 
ereated by the discovery that a iarge num- 
ber of tickets of admission to the con- 
vention haii had been forged. It is charged 


thut this was done by the Hamlin men. 

The committee to select Delegates at 
Large to the National Convention selected 
Senators Cullom and Hopkins, Speaker 
Cannon. and Gov. Yates. 

The Committee on Resolutions organized 
by the election of ex-Congressman Walter 
Reeves of Streator as Chairman. The res- 
olutions adopted by the district caucuses 
indorsing Senator Fairbanks of Indiana 
tor Vice President were presented, but 
were subsequently withdrawn, it being 
stated that Congressman Hitt would ac- 
cept the nomination if tendered him. 

“The cogvention then took a recess until 
8 o'clock. During the recess the Creden- 
tials Committee met at the State House. 
A test of strength in the committee be- 
tween the Yates-Lowden men and the op- 
position came on a motion to elect a 
Chairman. The Yates-Lowden candidate, 
Judge - Hanecy of Chicago, was 
elected over Ben M. Smith of Chicago by 
a vote of 16 to 8. 

At the night session Chairman Cannon 
recognized Congressman Lorimer, who an- 
nounced that the Credentials Committee 
would not be ready to report until mid- 
night or later. The convention then, on 
motion of Lieut. Goy. Northcott, adjourned 
until 10 o’clock to-morrow morning.

He was 
arrested on the ,charge of contempt of 
court, and when he applied through Alfred 
Lauterbach for a writ of habeas corpus 
Justice Scott of the Supreme Court refused 
to grant the order and upheld the action 
of Justice Wyatt.

On March 6, 1903, the Ap- 
pellate Justtces reversed the decision of the 
Supreme Court and Mr. Lewisohn was. dis- 
charged. 

Through the efforts of Mr. Jerome, the 
so-called Canfield Anti-Gambling bill, 
which compels witnesses to testify in gam- 
bling cases after a promise of personal im- 
munity, has been passed by both houses 
or the State and approved by the Governor. 
The object of the bill was manifestly to 
compel “gentlemen gamblers” to testify 
against gaming house owners who kept 
their places open in defiance of the law.

Chicago’s Mayor Loses All Interest in 
Democratic State Convention.

CHICAGO, May 12.—Mayor Harrison has 
given up his fight for a place on the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. He announced 
to-day that Hearst and Hopkins could have 
the State Convention to themselves and 
that he would not even attend the gather- 
ing. -The, Mayor will be satisfied with a 
free hand in the County Convention,

speeding to Springfield to take advantage 
of the situation. 

“T am not interested in the State Con- 
vention,’’ said Mayor Harrison, in answer 
to an inquiry as to his intentions. 5 
shall not be there myself. The other crowd 
is in control, and there is no use of my 
going unless I have some license to mix up 


in the proceedings. I fought a fair fight 
for Congressman Williams and lost—some 
other geneltmen fought a certain kind of a 
fight for Congressman Williams and 
‘dumped’ him.” 


Ex-Alderman Dickinson Indicted. 

Ex-Alderman William Dickinson was in- 
diéted yesterday by the Grand Jury on a 
charge of bribery and will be arraigned for 
pleading to-day before Judge McMahon in 
the Court of General Sessions. He wrote to 
Street Cleaning Commissioner Woodbury in 
September, 1902, saying that if the Commis- 
sioner would reinstate Antonio Covino, a 
driver who had been discharged, he would 
vote for a measure before the Board of Al- 
dermen for a costly Brooklyn stable for the 
Street Cleaning Department. According to 
District Attorney Jerome, this action con- 


stituted a felony, just as if a member of 
a Legislature or of a similar body had 
taken money for his vote. In the case of 
Dickinson, the Appellate Court sustained 
the Supreme Court's decision that such a 
rcmise was a felony and amounted to 
ribery.

LONG MEMORANDUM FILED 


Governor Declares McClellan Heeded 
Appeals of Interested People, Not 
City’s Welfare.

“Giving all due 
of purpose which actuated the 


his approval of this measure, and with no 
desire in any way to impugn his motives, 
I am of the opinion that in approving this 
bill he has disregarded every principle of 
home rule and has given greater weight 
and consideration to the appeals of those 
who are interested in securing the rights 
bestowed by this bill than to the almost 
universally expressed public opinion, which 
must have been known to him‘as it is to 
me. 

“It is my opinion that if an honest ef- 
fort is made to secure a more businesslike 
and equable adjustment of the questions 
involved in this proposed act, as between 
the municipality of New York and the com- 
pany which seeks these rights, then a bill 
that will be fair to both interests can be 
prepared and such authority vested in the 
city under it that will render easy a more 
satisfactory settlement than can possibly 
be accomplished under this proposed act. 
It is better to await such action than to 
approve a measure which is so questiona- 
ble, even though the delay may temporariiy 
prevent the removal to Astoria of plants 
which are now a menace to perhaps the 
health and property of the citizens of New 
York.” 

The bill itself he denounces as a “ gross 
violation of the constitutional’ and statu- 
tory restrictions which have been hereto- 
fore passed upon by the people and enacted 
by the Legislature for the protection of the 
streets and the vested rights of the citizens 
of the municipalities of the State.” 

Of the part of the Legislature in the mat- 
ter, and especially of some of the New 
York city representatives, the Governor 
says: 

“TI have observed that during the past 
session of the Legislature there has been, 
perhaps to a greater degree than during the 
three preceding years of my incumbency of 
the office of Governor, a greater disregard 
upon the part of some of the representa- 
tives of the City of New York for the*prin- 
ciples of home rule. While the Legislature 
is personally responsible, yet the facts 
show that nearly all those measures which 
seek to bestow valuable rights or to evade 
he constitutional and statutory provisions 
for municipal home rule have had as their 
sponsors the representatives of the city 
itself. 

“There should be no further attempts,” 
says the Governor, ‘‘ upon the part of the 
Legislature of this State to interfere with 
the local management of these matters in 
any municipality within our borders. If 
there is not sufficient power lodged in the 
local legislative bodies of the City of New 
York to properly meet the question raised 
by this proposed act, then the Legislature 
should grant such authority, but no further 
interference should be attempted in mat- 
ters so purely of local concern. 

‘While I am inclined to think that per- 
haps for the time being, or rather by the 
present owners, it is not intended to take 
the extra territorial privileges which are 
apparently granted by this bill, yet when 
we realize the fact that this law will stand 
until repealed, if enacted, that the rights 
conferred are in perpetuity, placing this 
corporation in a position that would be im- 
pregnable, then the suggestion comes to 
my mind whether we would not, in our ef- 
fort to clear up the title of this franchise 


in Long Island City, place a cloud upon the 
title of the people in all the boroughs otf 
the municipality which would render inef- 
fective and inoperative the provisions of 
their charter for compensation and . limited 
franchises. 

‘If | were satisfied that the effect. of the 
proposed law would be to continue only the 
rights which had been granted. heretofore, 
then I should not hesitate t6 give this bill 
my approval, because I recognize, whether 
the original act was in the directien of 
sound governmental pelicy or not, that it 
did vest certain rights which no subsequent 
Legislature, except for the grosgest abuse 
of its powers or failure to perform its 
function as a corporation, should interfere 
with or repeal. 

* There is such grave danger,’ says the 
Governor, “‘ that the courts eaht intefpret 
this proposed bill so as to include the whole 
five boroughs of the city, 
the interest of the public a more specific 
description should be given as to the extent 
and scope of the proposed law. And there 
is no excuse for feigning ignorance on this 
puint, because almost identically the same 
bill was passed by the Legislature of 1903, 
and failed to receive the approval of Mayor 
Low for practically the reasons which I 
have assigned. 

“Tf, therefore, no greater rights were 
sought, it would have been a comparatively 
easy matter for those having the bill in 
charge to have so amended it as to over- 
come the objections to which I have al- 
luded.”’ 

Wall Street expre ssed no surprise at the 
news that Gov. Odell had vetoed the Rem 
sen Gas bill, which for weeks had been the 
controlling factor in the market for the 
stock of the Consolidated Gas Company. It 
Was not the veto, but the way the market 
received it that caused surprise, 

The most general explanation of the 6%4- 
point advance that accompanied the heavy 
trading in Consolidated-Gas yesterday was 
that so many had gone short that their ef- 
fort to buy their stock back on the news 
of the veto afforded the insiders an excel- 
lent opportunity to bid the stock up on the 
shorts. After selling off fractionally early 
in the day the price rose from 208% to 210, 
After the most urgent of the short cover- 
ing was over the stock reacted 8 points, and 
at the close showed a net gain of 3% points. 

Aside from the theory of short covering 
some expressed the belief that important 
plans were under way quite distinct from 
the objects sought_under the Remsen bill, 
and that these were in no way affected by 
the veto. The recent strength of Brooklyn 
Union Gas has been taken by some as an 
indication of a plan to merge in some form 
or other the Manhattan and the Brooklyn 
companies, both of which are dominated by 
Standard Oil interests.

nomination of Eliau Root, Mr. Odell would 
say nothing at first. When asked whether 
he tNought the anti-canal sentiment would 
operate.to prevent Mayor Knight's nomina- 
tion, he replied:

ROYAL ANTIQUES STOLEN. 


Loca! Collectors Warned to Look Out 
for Curios from Cyprus. 


Sir Percy Sanderson, the British Consul 
General in this ‘city, sent out notices yes- 
terday to aH the local dealers in antiques, 
to all the museums, and to many people 
who make private collections, asking them 
if certain antique articles obtained by 
illicit excavation in the Island of Cyprus 
should fall into their hands to at once no- 
tify :the criminal investigation department 
of the New Scotiand Yard at London. It 
is belieyed that the articles were smug- 
gled out of the island, and that they will 
be offered for sale in this city. According 
to the laws of Cyprus, the articles are the 
property of the Crown. 

In the notice they are described as fol- 
lows: 

A solid silver tray, about 17 inches in 
diameter, believed to be old church plate, 
on which are engraved representations from 
King David's life. In the centre he is 
shown as attacking Goliath, ard below 
there is a representation: of the King cut- 
ting off the head of Goliath. 

A gold cross and chain, the cross being 
almost 8 inches long. 

Four large gold buckles and twelve small 
ones. 

A black stone with a 
upon it. 

: A stone statue of a female about 8% feet 
ong. 

Nothing more is known of the articles at 
the Consulate. The notice was sent out at 
the request of the Home Secretary. 


ATTACK INHERITANCE TAX. 


Stickney Executors to Test Constitution- 
ality of Part of the Law. 


The amendment to the inheritance tax 
transfer law, passed by the Legislature in 
1903, and in Chapter 41 of the Laws of 1903, 
has been attacked as unconstitutional In a 
suit brought in the Surrogates’ Court by 
{| Mitchell & Mitchell, counsel for executors 
of the estate of Joseph Stickney, who died 
Dec. 21, 1903. 
Prior to the passing of the amendment to 
the transfer tax law there was no inherit- 


ance tax on real estate passing to a widow 
of a decedent. The amendment to the law 
made a tax on the property passing to 
widows, if more than $10,000 in value. 

Mr. Stickney left real property valued at 
more than $500,000, and a personal estate 
vf more than $1,500,000. To the widow was 
left over $500,000 in real estate, besides a 
large portion of the personal property. 

Some time ago proceedings were brought 
in the ‘Surrogates’ Court to collect the 
transfer tax on the real property left the 
widow. Counsel for the executors have ad- 
vised the executors not to pay it, as they 
contended that the amendment to the law 
Was unconstitutional,

MAN CAUGHT HERE MAY 
BE “MASKED BURGLAR” 


After Big Fight, Detectives Take 
" Baboon- Shaped ” Negro. 


LOOTED PROVIDENCE HOMES 


Jewelry of Great Value Fourld Before 
Prisoner Is Beaten to Submission 
on Tenderloin Corner. 


_ 


Quick work by Detective Sergeants Boyle 
and Charlton of Police Headquarters en- 
abled them yesterday afternoon to arrest a 
negro who is believed to be “the masked 
burglar of Providence.” That hitherto mys- 
terious robber has stolen property worth 
thousands of dollars from the wealthy 
homes of the Rhbdde Island city. 

The capture ,.was made at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon at Seventh Avenue and Twenty- 
seventh Street after a terrific hand-to- 
hand struggle, in which both the prisoner 
and captors were. badly battered. The man 
fought furiously with a slungshot, and his 
head seemed impervious to the blows rained 
upon it by two revolver butts. At one time 
it seemed he would eseape, for many of his 
race crowded about and appeared ready to 
help him, although they finally showed 
themselves afraid to take a hand in the 
fight. Several spectators assisted the po- 
licemen, and at last the negro was borne 
to the sidewalk cursing. and struggling as 
Chariton slipped the handcuffs upon him. 

At Headquarters the prisoner said he was 
Charles Smith, twenty-two years old, of 
461 Seventh Avenue, but sullenly refused 
to make any other statement. 

Police circulars, telling of the masked 
burglar, had been sent out broadcast from 
Providence, where he had robbed four 
houses and térrorized the inhabitants on 
Sunday night alone. None of his victims 
however, had seen his face. The only de- 
scription was that he was black as coal 
and of uncouth form, being built like a 
baboon. Chief of Policé Matthews of Provi- 
dence had informed Inspector McClusky 
that the man was believed to be_ in .New 
York, and‘ Boyle and Chariton had been 
working on the case for some days. Yes- 
terday morning a typewritten list of valu- 
ables stolen from many homes was re- 
ceived. The aggregate value was about 
$5,000, but every piece on the list was se- 
lected because it had identifying marks by 
which it could be recognizéd at sight. 

The two detectives started on a round of 
the pawnshops. In a west side establish- 
ment they found pledged a ring bearing 
the letters ‘“‘H. L. G. L. B. D.,” which was 
on the list. They learned that it was 
pawned by a negro of like build to the 
masked burglars who frequented a saloon 
in Seventh Avenue, near “‘Twenty-eighth 
Street. There the bartender fold them that 
the man had gone out a short time before 
and had left a box in ‘his keeping. They 
opened the box and found a dazzling col- 
lection of valuable bracelets and rings, 


with diamonds and other precious stones. 

As they were trying to estimate the value 
of the treasure, a man told them that the 
negro had entered another saloon in the 
neighborhood.

RICHEST TREASURE SHIP MIN CAICHT HERE MAY [RICHEST TREASURE SHIP OFF. 


Gold Worth $9,000,000 on on La Lorraine— 
Panama Payment Under Guard. 


La Lorraine of the French Line was & 
veritable treasure ship as she sailed from 
here for Havre yesterday afternoon. She 
carried the greatest load of gold that ever 
left this port. Some of the shipment was to 
have gone on the Deutschland of the Ham- 
burg-American Line, but a belated rear- 
rangement of the plan caused more than 
-$9,000,000 in bars to be placed on the French 
boat, there to be guarded behind steel doors 
by armed watchmen throughout its voy- 
age. The gold is destined for Paris. 

Much of the precious cargo, which is said 
to be the most valuable a transatlantic liner 
ever carried, is being sent to the French 
capital to fill the pockets of the Panama 
Canal Company’s stockholders, who waited 
so long to turn over to Uncle Sam the task 
they found too big for them. Out of the 
$9,000,000—or in exact figures, $9,020,409.23— 
J. P. Morgan & Co., who are making the 
$40,000,000 payment for the United States 
Government, shipped $2,500,000. The rest 
was divided among several other prominent 
banking houses, The largest amount ever 
sent out before on any one day was $8,162,- 
000, shipped on Aug. 15, 1900, but in that 
case all of it did not go by one vessel. 

From the moment the gold was taken 
from the vaults of the Assay Office it was 
safeguarded on all hands. The bars were 
packed in snug little casks holding about 
a half dozen bars each, packed closely in 
sawdust. Each cask contained a little over 
$50,000 in gold. In the shipment, all told, 
there were 178 kegs, the outward appear- 
ance of which, were it not for the red tape 
and the official seals, would in no wise 
betray their contents. The work of pack- 
ing the gold bars and placing them on 
board the steamship lasted from early 
Wednesday morning until 6 o'clock in the 
evening. 

The work had to be done on that day, for 
La Lorraine sailed early yesterday morn- 
ing, and these little kegs, not a foot high, 
‘are never thrown on board at the last mo- 
ment as are the mail bags. Every dollar 
of the $9,000,000 is insured, and were any- 
thing to happen to it on the way, or were 
the ship to be lost, the insurance compa- 
nies would have to make gdod the whole 
amount. The chance that any of it will be 
stolen is very small. When the last keg 
was placed in the strong room of La Lor- 
raine, it was doubly locked, and one key 
kept. by Capt. Alex, while the other went 
to Second Capt. Blanquin. 

After being under constant watch until 
it reaches Havre the gold will be sent on a 
guarded train to Paris, where it will go into 
the vaults of the Bank of France.

President Roosevelt Ends Long 
Post Office Inquiry. 


YOUNGER MAN WAS IN CONTROL 


Senator Platt Credited in Part with the 
Modified Result—No Maladminis- 
tration Found. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The  long- 
drawn-out case against Postmaster Van 
Cott of the New York Post Office has at 
last been settled. The President to-day 
announced from the White House the final 
action. Richard Van Cott, the son of the 
Postmaster, is to be removed at once. 
Postmaster Van Cott will be allowed to 
serve out his term. This will give the 
Postmaster a little over a year more in 
the office. The action taken by the Pres- 
ident is based on a review by Assistant 
Attorney General Robb of the voluminous 
report made by the force of Postal In- 
Bpectors that has been at work investigat- 
ing the office for over a year. : 

It was found that Richard Van Cott 
while holding a subordinate position at 
$2,600 a year was really the controlling 
power in the office, and that, on the whole, 
his influence was not in line with the 
progressive and businesslike administra- 
tion of such a great institution as the New 
York Post Office. One of the principal 
charges against him, besides the matter of 
evading the civil service law, was his 
habit of being absent from the office and 
neglecting his duties. 

Mr. Robb in his findings goes so far as 
to say that the administrative features of 
the office, which have from time to time 
been made the subject of complaint, were 
for the most part handed down from the 
previous Democratic administration, but 
they have been eliminated as far as possi- 
ble. A feature of the report by the In- 
spectors is the statement that the Post- 
master’s brother, Whitfield Van Cott, who 
was improperly appointed an Ispector of 
Mail Bags at a salary of $700 a year 
over five years ago, has been removed and 
his salary paid back to the Government. 

Mr. Robb says that, in fact, no mal- 
administration has been found against 
Postmaster Van Cott, and that his prime 
error has been to allow his son too much 
authority. The report of the Inspectors 
goes a great deal further. They recom- 
mended the removal of Postmaster Van 
Cott, his son, and twelve subordinates. So 
far as known none of these subordinates 
@re to be removed. 

Senator Platt as the fast friend of Post- 
gaster Van Cott has been advised at dif- 
ferent stages of the affair as to what 
has been charged against the Postmaster, 
and has insisted to the President that 
Postmaster Van Cott was in no wise re- 
sponsible for the administrative defects of 
the office, and that he was in all respects 
@ capable and creditable official. The 
modified result is regarded as in great 
mmeasure the handiwork of the Senator. 

Postmaster Van Cott refused to discuss 
the report. Mr. Van Cott was at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, where the Republican State 
Jeaders were gathered together, and was 
talking to several friends.

PRICE ON COTTON CORNERS. 


Bear Leader Says the Speculator Will 
Always Be Here. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The convention 
of Cotton Manufacturers terminated its 
businss to-day and adjourned. At the morn- 
ing time was devoted to 
speeches. Theodore Price of New York was 
the principal speaker, his subject being 
“The Effect of Speculation Through the 
Exchanges of the World upon Cotton Man- 
ufacture.’’ Mr. Price said that any broad 
view of the machinery of modern com- 
merce must concede two _ propositions: 
First, that there is no department of com- 
mercial or industrial activity that does not 
contain some elements of speculation, and, 
second, that whatever political progress 
the world has made in the last twenty 
centuries is undoubtedly due to the greater 
freedom of contract and larger liberty of 
individual action.from time to time insisted 
upon and secured through the medium 
either of violent or peaceful revolution. 

* Granting two propositions,”’ said 
Mr. Price, *“‘it must be admitted that the 
right to speculate will continue to be as 
inviolable as the tendency toward specula- 
tion is persistent, and it is well here to re- 
mark that the nations andthe individuals 
whose progress both financially and social- 
ly has been most conspicuous are those in 
whom the speculative trait has been most 
markedly developed. Gambling is a hazard 
without intelligence; speculation presup- 
poses an intelligent theorizing with regard 
to the operation contemplated, whatever it 
may be, and it seems to me that for all

Cleveland Displays Heavy Batting Pow- 
ers and Shuts Out New York. 


Unlike the first meeting on Wednesday, 
which was one of the most interesting base- 
ball contests played on any local diamond 
this season, the game between the Greater 
New York and Cleveland team at American 
League Park yesterday soon resolved itself 
into a one-sided contest, with all the ad- 
vantage in favor of Cleveland. The local 
mén received several opportunities to score, 
but at the close of the game the figures 
were 7 to 0 against them. They rolled up 
a total of nine hits, but they proved to be 
of little account. On the other hand, every 
Cleveland player, with the exception of 
Donohue, batted: Chesbro for one or more 
hits, and they were of the run-making 
order. 

Aside from their defeat the New Yorks 
had another man crippled, making three 
out of the game on account of injuries. 
Yesterday Elberfeld was spiked in the 
foot by Lajoie, who on the previous day 
knocked Keeler down in a dazed condition. 
Both were accidénts, however, and no one 
regretted the occurrences more than Cleve- 
land's. great player. Elberfeld was in the 
act of taking a throw from Fultz, when 
Lajoie in trying to stretch a hit for one 
base into one for two bases made a fast 
slide, catching Elberfeld on the foot. The 
latter was assisted off the ground, Ganzel 
going to shortstop and Beville to first 
base. / 

The game was played in delightful weath- 
er, over 4,000 persons, including many wo- 
men, being present, and in contrast to other 
games this season, both of the umpires were 
subjected to much unfavorable criticism by 
both players and spectators. 

A pretty pick up and throw by Thoney 
to first, Fultz’s fine running catch of 
Lush’s hit, and Bradley’s out to Keeler 
were the features in Cleveland’s ‘first in- 
ning, but they scored in the second on 
Flick’s single, a stolen base, and Hick- 
man's hit to centre field. Bay opened the 
second inning with a triple between right 
and centre fields, and scored on Lush’s 
single. Bradley followed with a safe hit, 
and Lajoie’s double scored Lush.

Duryea’s Filly Makes World’s Fig- 
ures for 41-2 Furlongs. 


FIVE FAVORITES DEFEATED 


Decision of Judges, Placing Buckleya 
First for Stakes Was Hissed at 


Morris Park. 


Though withdrawals cut deep into the 
programme offered at the Morris Park 
race course yesterday afternoon, the sport 
provided in the six races was of a high 
character, and a crowd of 10,600 visitors 
departed from the big Westchester course 
satiated with excitement, in spite of the 
fact that post favorites and popular choices 
were beaten in five races. 

The weather was sunny and pleasant and 
the track fast, but not even the circum- 
stances, which were most favorable, de- 
tracted from the performance of Tanya 
when that filly, racing in the colors of the 
H. B. Duryea Stable, set a new world’s 
record for four and a half furlongs, by 
covering the distance down the hill of the 
Eclipse course in 0:51%, and so cutting a 
half second from the old mark, held by four 
horses, but originally established by P. J. 
Dwyer’s Handpress in 1897. Detractors 
argued that Tanya had the wind behind 
her and carried light weight, but old horse- 
men remembered that Handpress also had 
the wind behind him and ran with but 100 
pounds, while Tayna carried 107, and 
other horses who had run in the old record 
time down the straight course raced with 
weights even, or only slightly exceeding 
that of Tanya. 

Horsemen, taking into account the ease 
with which the Duryea filly ran and the 
fact that she was simply breezing at the 
end, to win by a length and a half after 
having raced into the lead from third place 
at the start, were inclined to credit the 
unadorned statement of the unenthusiastic 
John W. Rogers, trainer of the Duryea 
stable, that Tanya was the fastest thing 
he had ever seen run. Statements of other 
trainers, who had timed Tanya a half mile 
in 0:46 “against the bit,’’ served to cor- 
roborate the statement of the trainer. 

Tanya is a chestnut with three white feet 
end a blaze, bred by William C. Whitney, 
by Meddler-Handspun, and a filly of so 
sweet a disposition that all through the 
time she was in the paddock yesterday she 
played with a rubbing rag, manipulated by 
@ groom, as a kitten would play with a 
ball on a string. In her race she beat 
Blandy, a frequent winner at the earlier 
meetings, and five other horses with con- 
Summate ease. As she started at odds on, 
the public profited little by her victory. 

The one stake race was the fourth, the 
Van Nest, at six and a half furlongs, with 
selling allowances, for three-year-olds. In 
this race, run over the Withers course, 
James R. Keene’s Kohinoor was the post 
favorite and the best horse, but, ridden by 
Hildebrand, he was allowed to run out 
after leading into the stretch with an ad- 
vantage of half a dozen lengths. The rider 


on Kohinoor lost his temper half way down 


the straight, and instead of trying to keep 
the horse steady beat him over the head 
with his whip. Kohinoor still was bearing 
out and trying to get away from useless 
punishment when the field passed the win- 
ning post, Kohinoor on the far outside, the 


well-backed Champlain in the middle of 
the track, and Buckelya and Rob Roy on 
the rail. It was a question as to whether 
Kohinoor or Buckleya won, as they were so 
widely separated, with the full breadth of 
the track between them, but Buckleya 
caught the eye of the jidges first and was 
place@ as winner by a head, with Kohinoor 
second and Rob Roy third. Disappointed 
bettors hissed loudly at the first display 
of the numbers. The fields in all the other 
races were small. 

In the first race the fast horse Reliable, 
sold to J. J. Ryan last Saturday, was the 
top weight in a handicap over the Eclipse 
course, and opened favorite, but was super- 
seded as the choice by Sovereign, owned by 
David Gideon. Marjoram, sold out of the 
Belmont stable last year, made all the pace 
and won handily. The doughty little Broom- 
stick made his first appearance of the sea- 
son in the third race, and, running against 
only two horses, Runnels and Jocund, cou-

Final Trials for Withers Stakes. 

Horses engaged to run for the Withers 
Stakes, at one mile, on Saturday at the 
Morris Park meeting, had their final trials 
for the big event yesterday. From the gal- 
lops made, it looks now as if not more than 
half a dozen horses will start, though it is 
possible that owners of horses may take 
chances and increase the size of the field. 

The best trial of the day was that of 
James R. Keene’s colt Delhi, who, with a 
tair weight up, galloped over the Withers 
course alone a mile in 1:43, doing it so 
cleverly that in view of the fact that he is 
a sluggish horse and requires riding, most 
of the horsemen who saw the work de- 
clared for Delhi for the Withers. 8S. S. 
Brown’s Conjuror also worked a mile over 
the Withers course, with a stable compan- 
ion, and finished in faster time than did 


Delhi, most of the watches held on the 
gallop stopping at 1:42%. 

R. T. Wilson’s Montreson and the Gough- 
acres Stable’s Bryn Mawr worked for the 
race ‘together, and finished in 1:444%, Bryn 
Mawr showing a tritle the better of the 
pair. Stalwart, from the stable of E. R. 
Thomas, worked a mile alone, and finished 
in 1:434%. Orthodox was worked at some- 
thing better than half speed, but as he has 
raced with only moderate success this 
Spring, and his trial was not impressive, it 
is doubtful whether he will be a starter 
Saturday. 


Notes of the Thoroughbreds. 


Jockey Lucien Lyne, who rode for the James 
R. Keene Stable in England last season, and who 
but recently secured a license to ride in the East, 
after withdrawing his suit to enforce a contract 
made with Mr. Keene, was a visitor at the Mor- 
ris Park race course yesterday. Lyne has not yet 
made an engagement for the present year, though 
he states that he can ride at 108 pounds. 

Trainer Vic Hollar has decided to take his 
racing stable for a campaign through Canada, 
and will race in the Northern country until the 
opening of the Sheepshead Bay meeting. Other 
owners who have decided to try Canadian racing 
are Jules Garson, J. H. Carr, H. C. Schulz, with 
his winners Shrine and Honolulu, and J. H. Carr. 
Fred Presgrave also will send to Canada a sec- 
tion of the Goughacres Stable, numbering seven 
or eight head. 

Pulsus, the highly tried colt of last season, who 
was sold by J. W. May to J. BE. Madden and RE. 
R. Thomas in partnership and later was bought 
by Madden, yesterday was transferred by Mr. 
Madden to Fred Gebhard on private terms. Pul- 
sus is engaged in most of the important handi- 
caps of the present year, and may verify the 
promise he gave last season when he was re- 
turned a stake winner. 

F. R. Hitchcock has declared out of the race 
for the Brooklyn Handicap his fast and well- 
tried horse Gray Friar. The only reason for the 
declaration, as Mr, Hitehcock stated, was that 
he had found that the horse could not be ready 
in time for the race, and as he had learned that 
there was a disposition to back him in the future 
books, he had stricken him out. 

A partnership between J. E, McDonald, well 
known on the turf as the owner of Rubicon, 
Rensselacr, Intermission, and other good horses, 
and K. L. Rose, formerly partner with H. E.

RACING AUTO SMASHED 


Driver of Car in English Gordon 
Bennett Cup Test Badly Injured. 


MACHINE RAN IN STONE WALL 


S. F. Edge Protests Against Judges’ Se- 
lection of Team for Great Britain 
and Threatens to Resign. 


LONDON, May 12.—The eliminating tests 
on the Isle of Man to decide which cars 
will represent Great Britain in the James 
Gordon Bennett International Automobile 
Cup race ended to-day with a serious acci- 
dent. During the final speed trials a car 
driven by Clifford Earp, one of the promi- 
nent competitors, ran into a wall and was 
completely smashed. 

Earp and his brother, Arthur Earp, were 
badly injured and some of the spectators 
were slightly hurt. 

Arthur Earp was acting as machinist. 
His skull was fractured, and at first it 
was believed he could not recover. 

Later, after a more careful examination, 
the doctors held out hopes for the injured 
man’s ultimate recovery. 

The judges selected as a team to repre- 
sent England 8. F. Edge, who drove a Na- 
pier car; Sidney Girling and Charles Jar- 
rott, both of whom drove Wolseley cars. 


Edge won the Gordon Bennett race two 
years ago. The committee announced that 
Clifford Earp would have been selected if 
there had been no accident. Edge filed a 
protest against the disqualification of Earp, 
and announced that he would resign from 
the team unless the judges reconsidered 
their decision. 


MEDALS FOR MOTOR VEHICLES. 


Fourteen Commercial Wagons Receive 
Awards for Excellence in Recent Test. 


Fourteen vehicles that competed in the 
recent service motor test, held under the 
auspices of the Automobile Club of Amer- 
ica, have been awarded medals of honor 
by the committee in charge of the con- 
test, and the awards have been approved 
by the Board of Governors. The second 
class, including commercial vehicles, carry- 
ing from 1,000 to 2,000 pounds, was divided 
into two sections, as it had by far the 
largest number of entries. In these two 
divisions of the second class and in the 
first class, including vehicles carrying 1,000 


pounds weight or under, the entire three 
awards were made, gold, silver, and bronze 
medals. All of the successful cars in the 
first class are gasoline motor vehicles, In 
the first division of the second class the 
gold medal winner is an electric delivery 
wagon, the second is a gasoline wagon, 
and the third is an electric wagon. In 
the second division of this class electric 
delivery wagons won first and second hon- 
ors, while a gasoline car received the 
bronze medal. 

Two medals were awarded in the third 
class, for vehicles carrying from 2,000 to 
3,000 pounds, and both the winners were 
gasoline delivery wagons. Only one medal 
—the first prize—was awarded in the fourth, 
fifth, and eighth classes, respectively, the 
sixth and seventh classes having no start- 
ers. A gasoline truck won the prize in 
the fourth class, carrying 3,000 to 4,000 
pounds; an electric truck won in the fifth 
class, carrying 4,000 to 5,000 pounds, and a 
gasoline-electric truck won the gold medal 
in 2 eighth class, carrying 8,000 to 10,000 
pounds. 

The committee is preparing a detailed re- 
port, which will contain many features of 
commercial value in showing the utility 
and cost of operating commercial motor 
wagons. 


NEW FIVE-MILE RECORD. 


Shrubb Cuts Twenty Seconds from Old 
Time Made Twelve Years Ago. 


LONDON, May 12.—On the Stamford 
Bridge grounds this evening Arthur Shrubb 
broke the five-mile amateur running rec- 
ord. His time was 24:33 2-5. 

The previous record was 24:53 8-5, and 
was made by S. Thomas, at Romford, Eng- 
land, on Sept. 24, 1892. 

Shrubb has previously broken other rec- 
ords, notably the three-mile record in May 
of last year, and the same record in June 
last.

Food Standards Committee Meets 
in This City. 


Arguments on Purity of Sugar House 
Syrup Are Heard, and Flavoring 
Extracts Are Discussed. 


Purity of téods was the subject of discus- 
sion' at a meeting held yesterday in the 
Hotel Wolcott by the Committee on Food 
Standards, which was appointed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. There were pres- 
ent Prof. William Frear, Chairman; Dr. 
H. W) Wiley, Dr. E. H. Jenkins, Dr. M. 
A. Scovell, 

Henry E. Niese, refining expert of the 
American Sugar Refining Company, and 
Dr. F. Wiechman, chief chemist of the 
company,.told the committee about sugar 
house syrups. This is the syrup left after 
all sugar crystals are removed as far as 
without rendering the liquid en- 
tirely unsalable. One of the experts said 

at this grade of syrup was the same as 
the English treacle. It was agreed, how- 
ever, that the syrup had from 4 to 8 per 
cent. of ash and that before it was sold 
to the consumer glucose was added in 
liberal quantities to make it palatable. 

The Commissioners seemed to be of the 
opinion that when the amount of ash ex? 
ceeded 5 per cent. the product should be 
sold as molasses. 

The subject of C. S. O’Mahony, chemist 
of the Atlantic and Pacific Tea Company, 
was the flavoring of extracts. He said 
that the opinion sometimes expressed that 
these extracts contained no fruit was er- 
roneous, and he would favor a regulation 
that they must have at least 25 per cent. 
of fruit. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Exact Duration of Special Coal Law Has 
Been Decided. j 


The, Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers ruled again yesterday on the ques- 
tion, of the exact period of duration of a 
law which has occasioned more litigation 
than any other customs question. A pro- 
test by H. & A. Allen of Portland, Me., 
against the assessment of duty on a cargo 
of coal: which arrived in Portland Harbor 
before daybreak on Jan. 15, 1904, was over- 
ruled. The importers claimed that the 
coal was free of duty under the act of Jan. 
15, 1908, exempting all coal from duty dur- 
ing the period of one year from the date of 


its passage. The Collector at Portland took 
the position that the operation of the law 
expired at midnight on Jan. 14, 1904. 

It was urged on behalf of the importers 
that the President probably did not sign 
a until late in the day on Jan. 15, 

The board overruled its claim for entry 
at 35 per cent. as beads not threaded or 
strung, on seed beads strung in bunches of 
sixty. They were assessed at 45 per cent. 
as strung beads. 

Protests overruled were by Bennett, Day 
& Co., the Levy & Levis Company, Meyer 
& Lange, Hunter & Whitcombe, McKesson

THE GOVERNOR’S VETOES. 
Gov. ODELL's veto of the Remsen Gas 
bill, following Mayor McCLEerLan’s ap- 
proval of it, creates an unusual and 
anomalous condition, The veto privilege 
of the Chief Executive of the State was 
in no wise abridged by the charter pro- 
vision giving the Mayors of cities the 
right to approve or disapprove of local 
measures. But in theory, at least, the 
approval of a bill by the Mayor of New 
York City would be a sufficient reason 
why it should receive also the approval 
of the Governor. There has been a great 
Geal of talk about the Remsen Gas bill. 
It has been said that the Mayor approved 
it for political, not for public reasons, 
and no doubt that comment will be 
Passed upon the Governor's failure to 
approve it. In neither case is there suf- 
ficient warrant for an accusation so 
damaging. We believe the Mayor signed 
the bill hecause he honestly believed it 
was for the advantage of the city, and 
that the Governor vetoed it because he 
held the contrary opinion. 
The most that can be affirmed of the 
bill is that its character was doubtful. 
Its opponents, and they have been many 
and earnest, must have felt that they 
did not altogether make out their case 
against it. They called it a “ grab,” but 
failed to show definitely what was 
grabbed. They did not convince the pub- 
lic that the bill was a bad one, for pub- 
lic-spirited men of the very highest 
character were among its defenders. On 
the other hand, the bill was manifestly 
not what it ought to have been. Its 
vague and confused language begot the 
suspicion that the actual grant of pow- 
ers conferred by it was really much 
wider and greater than appeared or was 
admitted. The company ought to have 
come forward with a frank statement of 
its purposes, and an offer to make rea- 
sonable compensation to the city for the 
new privileges it demanded. 
If this project of legislation is intro- 
duced next Winter, it should be amend- 
ed to meet the objections that have been 
urged against it. It is to be remembered 
that the main purpose of the bill is one 
of great public benefit. Permission 
ought freely to be given for the removal 
of the gas manufacturing plants beyond 
the Hast River to the waste lands of 
Astoria, where they would be neither a 
nuisance nor a@ menace. In the economic 
as well as in the sanitary sense, gas 
works have no right or place on Man- 
hattan Island. The land they occupy is 
tee valuable to be devoted to such a use, 
and they notoriously impair the value of 
surrounding property over a wide area. 
They are, in short, a nuisance as to 
which the opportunity of abatement by 
removal ought to be eagerly availed of 
by the community. The rise in the 
assessable valuation of the land they oc- 
cupy, and of that greater area over 
which they extend their blight, would in 
itself be a large’ compensation to the 
city for the privilege the company asks. 
But as that increment of value would 
swell the assets of the company, it could 
well afford to make a reasonable annual 
payment for the privilege of establish- 
ing its works in Queens County. The 
company has indirectly promised cheaper 
gas if allowed to remove its works, since 
it expects that the new Astoria plant 
would enable it to effect certain econo- 
mies. Over that matter the Legislature 
will have control. If it can be made to 
appear that the price of gas might be 
reduced without injustice to the com- 
pany, public opinion will demand that a 
bill for that purpose be passed by the 
Legisiature. But when the company 
again appears as a supplicant for favor, 
it should profit by its experience with the 
bili just killed by the Governor. 
The bill creating Supreme Court Com- 


. missioners,to relieve the Judges of that 


court of some of their labors has also 
been the subject of divided opinions. It 
has encountered the opposition of the 
Judges themselves, and has been freely 
criticised as a costly and cumbrous rem- 
edy, permanent in its nature for condi- 
tions that may prove to be only tem- 
porary. The opinion of the Attorney 
General that the bill is open to Constitu- 
tional objection, however, plainly left 
the Governer no choice but to veto it. A 
good deal of study, thought, and labor 
went to the making of this measure, 
which, of course, has not been altogether 
wasted, The attempt to relieve the Su- 
preme Court will doubtless be renewed 
next Winter, and, as in the case of the 
Gas bill, there will be reason to expect a 
measure made acceptable by afhendment.

DALNY. — 

Nothing has as yet so strongly attest- 
ed the Russian sense of the desperation 
of the Russian position at Port Arthur 
as the Russian destruction of Dainy. 
That “fiat city” is the “ business end” 
of the great enterprise of which Port 
Arthur is the military end, Dainy is, 
far commercial, purposes, the “ ice-free 
port” which Russia has so long been 


seeking on the Pacific. She intended to ° 


make it the great port of the Pacific and 


to divert to it all the trade which could 
be diverted between the Far Bast and 
» Hurope and America, It was an essen- 
tial link in the chain of Wire's great 
conception, 

And yet, so precarious is the position 
of Port Arthur in Russian eyes that the 
ambitious beginnings of Dalny are sac- 
rificed and the great expenditure, an ex- 
penditure already of many millions of 
our money, which Russia had made, and 
apparently most considerately and prov- 
idently made for the reception of the 
commerce she hoped to attract, is ruth- 
lessly thrown away. The official ex- 
planation of the destruction of the docks 
of Dalny is that they provide facilities 
for a Japanese debarkation. So, no 
doubt, they do. But in the absence of 
them, the Japanese, if their landing were 
unopposed, could still land their men 
and their munitions, though somewhat 
more slowly and awkwardly than with- 
out the docks, and the destruction of 
the docks is a Russian assurance that 
the Japanese landing shall not be op- 
posed. 

In fact, the destruction of Dalny is a 
confession that, for an indefinite period 
to come, it is the Japanese and not the 
Russians who will have the benefit of 
the commercial preparations which Rus- 
sia has made at such great expense. It 
is to prevent the Japanese from profit- 
ing by the permanent facilities of Dalny 
that the Russians have laid waste the 
result of their own labors. The destruc- 
tion is not merely or mainly an attempt 
to embarrass a Japanese military expe- 
dition, It is the abandonment, for an 
indefinite period, to the Japanese of 
maritime Manchuria, taking precautions 
that they must provide for themselves 
the facilities which the Russians have 
provided for themselves, but of which 
they see no opportunity of availing them- 
selves for a long time to come. That and 
not the official Russian interpretation 
will be the interpretation put by the 
world upon this desperate destruction. 


LABOR BILLS DEFEATED. 

Organized labor used all its powers of 
persuasion and appeal during the last 
session to induce Congress to pass two 
bills drawn in its interest. It was un- 
successful. The Gompers-Mitchell Anti- 
Injunction bill never got out of the 
House Judiciary Committee. Hearings 
extending over five days were held, and 
about fifty witnesses were heard. The 
committee then voted ten to five to pagt- 
pone the bill until the next session of 
Congress. Nine Republican members of 
the committee and one Democrat voted 
in favor of. postponing it; the five nega- 
tive votes were cast by Democrats. 

Hearings extending through two 
months were given by the House Labor 
Committee upon the Gompers National 
Eight-Hour bill, and then by a vote of 
six to three the measure was referred to 
the Department of Commerce and Labor. 
Five Republicans and one Democrat 
voted for the reference and three 
Democrats, or labor Democrats, voted 
against it. 

There is no absolute vice or virtue in 
an eight-hour bill. In some countries or 
in some conditions of society a five-hour 
or a two-hour day’s work might be suf- 
ficient to maintain the requisite volume 
of production. In this Nation an eight- 
hour law would result in economic waste, 
and it would constitute a needless inter- 
ference with the freedom of contract. 

The Gompers Anti-Injunction bill, on 
the other hand, was in its very nature 
and essence vicious and evil. It ought to 
have been called a bill to encourage and 
permit rioting by organized labor. There 
is no reason why Congress should put 
such trammels upon the dis¢retion of the 
judiciary. There are many reasons why 
it should not. The disposition made of 
these labor bills by Congress was, of 
course, a weak evasion. Instead of hav- 
ing them reported for discussion and 
killing them on their menits, they were 
got out of the way by a form of post- 
ponement. Labor, however, can find very 
little encouragement in the manner of 
their treatment. The Eight-Hour bill 
has been favorably reported at several 
sessions, and the Anti-Injunction bill 
was favorably reported to the House a 
year ago with very little opposition. Both 
measures fared worse this year.

THE ORE POOL AND THE STEEL 
- CORPORATION. 

The Philadelphia News Bureau sends 
out a cireular of “information” as to 
the position of the United States Steel 
Corporation in view of the dissolution of 
the ore pool, which begins with the fol- 
lowing startling statements: 


With the complete disruption of the Ore 
Association the Steel Corporation has lost 
the greatest advantage it ever had or could 
hope te have—control of the principal raw 
material. Its ore holdings, which C. M. 
Scuwas claimed were werth $700,000,000, 
are now, from their prospective earning 
capacity in the next few years, not worth 
$100,000,000. For nearly three years of the 
corporation’s existence, or to nearly the end 
of 1908, it was common belief that ore was 
tied up; that what the corporation did not 
own was either controlled by other fron 
and steel interéSts or by merchant ore 
firms who would insist on a high profit per 
ton on what they sold, sufficient to justify 
the corporation's capitalization of its own 
ores. This bubble has burst; first there 
came a erop of new blast furnaces and 
steel works and additional developments. of 
ore lands, and instead of an increase in 
consumptive demand to take care of this 
new capacity came an actual decrease, 
There is not enough demand in prospect to 
keep all the blast furnace eapacity going, 
and the merchant ore interests would sim- 
ply be playing\ into the hand: of the Steel 
Corporation if they maintained a high price 
on ore; they would prevent their customers 


from getting a share of the business, and 


naturally they could not sell them ore. 
The facts of the case are so far at va- 
riance with these reckless statements as’ 
to cast a suspicion on the good faith of 
the circular. The Ore Association, pop- 
ularly known as the Ore Pool, a volun- 
tary organization of mine owners and 
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operators, dissolved on May 3. It_had in 
the present cireumstances no other value 
than in the convenient collection of sta- 
tistics and the establishment of a ‘recog: 
nized market quotation. The specific 
reason for its dissolution was that there 
was not enough prospective businéss in 
ore in the open market to permit the 
members of the association to agree upom 
a plan of distribution. The demands of 
the open market this year will not con- 
sume over 20 per cent. of the possible 
output of the Lake Superior region. This 
is due partly to the general business de- 
pression and partly to the uncertainties 
of the Presidential election, but very 
much more to thefact that the great con- 
sumers mine their own ores to an extent 
which under present conditions makes 
them independent of the uncontrolled 
mines and wholly so of the Ore Associa- 
tion. 

It is a mistake to say that the dissolu- 
tion of this association affects the inter- 
ests of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion one way or the other, It does not 
sell ores. The price of ores at its fur- 
naces is wholly a matter of bookkeeping. 
As regards supplies it is self-contained. 
The break in ore prices benefits it in per- 
mitting settlements with the owners of 
ore lands worked by it at a lower rate 
per ton, under its sliding scale of royal- 
ties. The value of its ore holdings is not 
affected one dollar. It will continue to 
mine what it has use for, just as it would 
have done had the association held to- 
gether. In consequence of the disorgdn- 
ized condition of the ore market it can 
probably mine cheaper, and certainly the 
royalties it will have to pay per ton on 
the recoveries from leased lands will be 
calculated on a lower market price than 
hitherto, Its advantage from the control 
of its own supplies of ore remains un+ 
changed, relatively to outside competi- 
tion. That this advantage is actually 
less than it was when the demand for 
materials was much larger and prices 
higher needs no argument to make it 
plain. That the continued existence of 
the Ore Association was of no conse- 
quence to the Steel Corporation ‘suffi- 
ciently explains why the dissolution of 
the former in no way affects unfavorably 
the interests of the latter. Information 
of the kind quoted is not merely mis- 
leading; it is mischievous. 
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DEPEW AND RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

Many citizens must have shared our 
joy that there was one Abdiel, faithful 
among the faithless Directorate of the 
Western Union. It really seemed as if 
none of those Directers took the pains 
which VESPASIAN declined to take and 
smelled of their money before they 
banked it. Innocent persons who 
imagined that so great and powerful a 
corporation had such a thing as a moral 
Sense among its assets were deeply de- 
jected, “Till they heard CHauncry 
speak up loud and bold.” 

This haste to plant himself upon the 
ground floor of a moral issue is im- 
mensely reassuring, so far as the junior 
Senator from New York is personally 
concerned, but he seems to have that 
spacious apartment too much to ‘himself. 
What were the rest of the Directors 
about that they permitted him thus, 
upon an éthical question, to get the 
start of the majestic Morris K. Jusupr 
and bear the palm alone? Peradven- 
ture, people said, Mr. Jesup is asleep, or 
he is on a journey that we have not 
heard from him in ringing accents, But 
no. He is neither, for we have heard 
from him, simply “ declining to be quot- 
ed.” Mr. Jacosp H. Scuirr we know is 
on a journey, for he has sent a cable- 
gram expressing the belief that the 
Western Union should “do something,” 
and this may be regarded as evidence of 
a disinclination on his part to declaring 
dividends out of the wages of sin. But 
upon the whole, Senator Deprw is al- 


lowed by his fellow-Directors to assume 


the attitude not only of a champion, but 
of a monopolist of virtue. One of them, 
who pays the homage to virtue of insist- 
ing upon remaining anonymous, shows 
even impatience of the Senator’s atti- 
tude, and declares that “he is not the 
kind of Director we would care very 
much whether we lose or keep, anyhow. 
He is quite welcome to quit if he feels 
like it.” 

We have no doubt that if this Director 
speaks the sentiments af the board, and 
if the board sustains his position, as 
there are too many signs that it will do, 
Senator Duprw, delighted with the nov- 
elty of the situation, would welcome a 
persecution for righteousness’ sake, es- 
pecially such a little one as would be in- 
volved in putting him off the board, of 
which, according to our anofiymous au- 
thority, “he has not been to the meet- 
ings for a year.” Meanwhile the predica- 
ment of the board is such as must ap- 
peal at once to the District Attorney's 
love of justice and to his sense of humor. 
We judge that Mr. Jzerom® may be trust- 
ed to werk that predicament for all it is

A STRIFE-BREEDING SKYSCRAPER: 

It seems that a serious question has 
arisen in connection with the arising to 
the height of eighteen stories of the St. 
Regis Hotel, in a part of Fiftli Avenue 
which has heretofore been regarded as 
safely reserved for residential uses, at 
the corner of Fifty-fifth Street, that is to 
say. The new hotel is conceived and exe- 
cuted on a scale. of sumptuositty quite 
without precedent. Naturally ofie of the 
first requisites of such a hotel is a license 
to sell liquor. It is evidently imeapable 
of being sustained at that pitch of splen- 
dor upom a Crotonian basis. Birt the 
owner inadvertently it within 
two hundred feet of a church, the comsent 
of which. is affirmed, and also denied, 
to be legally necessary to the issue 
of the license. The consent of the owners 
of two-thirds of the private property 
within the same limit is also required, 
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and it ts said that neither consent has 
been obtained or is likely to be. A special 
m was passed bythe Legislature 
last session, which is now understood to 
have reference to this case, and to be in- 
tended to do away, in favor of this par- 
ticular hotel, -with the requirement of 
the law. This bill is now in the Govern- 
or’s hands. 

It is true that the lessee of the new 
-hotel declares that he does not expect 
any trouble from his neighbors, But it 
is difficult to share his rosy optimism. 
It is hardly to be supposed that the own- 
ers of the property affected, whether ec- 
clesiastical or domestic, will acquiesce in 
a measure intended to make profitable 
what they unanimously regard as a nui- 
sance, They must look upon the enter- 
prising owner as guilty of “ incivism,” 
and it is not to be expected that they will 
be willing to condone proceedings so of- 
fensive to them, The case curiously illus- 
trates the chaotic condition of the law 
with reference to tall buildings. Nobody 
can blame a householder whose residence 
is in what has heretofore been a fashiona- 
ble residential district for objecting to an 
eighteen-story skyscraper across the way 
or around the corner. Such a structure 
necessarily injures the value of his prop- 
erty for the purposes for which he desires 
to maintain it. In England the doctrine 
of “ ancient lights” would be invoked at 
once, and any householder whose holding 
was at any time of day within the shad- 
ow of the lofty erection would have, and 
doubtless would maintain, his suit for 
damages. A curious case has just been 
decided, bp the way, in the House of 
Lords, in which the excesses of the doc~- 
trine as laid down by the courts before 
have been mitigated. In this case an 
owner undertook to prevent an opposite 
owner, across a street forty feet wide, 
from obstructing his “ancient lights” 
by adding an additional story to his 
building, although, even with the addi- 
tion, it would be lower than that of the 
complainant, whom the House of Lords 
has thereupon, and quite rightly, thrown 
out of court. But the Court of Appeals 
of this State has decided that the com- 
mon law doctrine of ancient: lights has 
no application in this country. The right 
of an owner to do what he will with his 
own is subject to no restriction on ac- 
count of the injury which he may inci- 
dentally inflict upon others. If the in- 
jured others find that they can make his 
venture unprofitable by withholding per- 
mission from him to sell liquor, or in any 
other way, the frailty of human nature 
is such that they may be fully expected 
to do so. The outcome of this case will 
be watched with interest. Whatever it 
may be, it will point anew the moral that 
it is high time some rational and legal 
regulation were imposed upon a kind of 
building not contemplated by the exist- 
ing law. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——A notable incident of an otherwise un- 
interesting murder trial now going on in 
this city followed an attempt on Wednes- 
day by the prosecuting attorney to 
utilize a means of communication that 
is considered, outside of courtrooms, 
perfectly satisfactory for almost every pur- 
pose, including many of the greatest im- 
portance, The prisoner had testified that 
he had owned the revolver with which he 
did the killing—in self-defense, he asserted 
—since 1901, while the prosecution, having 
noted the number on the weapon, had 
learned from its manufacturers that it was 
made in 1908. This information, with its 
obvious bearing on the prisoner’s credibil- 
ity, and, in a slighter degree, on the ques- 
tion of premeditation, had been obtained 
by long-distance telephone during a recess 
of the court, and the prosecutor naturally 
wanted to get it before the jurymen. He 
therefore proposed the immediate installa- 
tion of a telephone in the courtroom, in 
order that the jury might hear a repetition 
of his inquiries about the pistol and the 
manufacturers’ replies. This plan was in 
complete accord with the habitual conduct 
of business affairs at the present time, and 
its convenience and economy would have 
recommended it to any layman desirous 
merely of ascertaining a needed fact, 
quickly and correctly. Telephones, how- 
ever, were invented some years since the 
rules of procedure in murder trials were 
established, and no sooner had the sug- 
gestion been made than the prisoner’s coun- 
sel leaped to his feet with a vehement ob- 
jection, based on the fine old principle that 
it is a defendant’s constitutional right to 
be confronted by the witnesses against him, 
Of course the Judge held that the objection 
was well taken and the telephone plan had 
to be abandoned. The question of the pis- 
tol’s age was of no particular consequence, 
and perhaps the prosecutor made his point 
with the jury about as well as if he had 
been allowed to do what he desired, but the 
episode illustrates again the curious inhar- 
mony between court methods and principles 
of action and those accepted and followed 
in the ordinary relations of life. Most of 
us use the telephone daily for the settle- 
ment of all sorts of uncertainties and the 
transaction of all sorts of business, and we 
treat the information received over it ex- 
actly as we do that obtained in conversa- 
tion face to face. But a court must inter- 
pret the word “‘confront”’ quite literally, 
and\ must reject advantages elsewhere util- 
ized as a matter of course. It’s a pity, and 
the more of a pity because the conse- 
quences of this conservatism are not equal- 
ly divided between society and its enemies. 
Society suffers and its enemies profit from 
t¥ese anachronisms in almost every in- 
stance, 


-~—We have ourselves studied often and 
deeply over the question why, in this age 
of enlightenment, quackery is as success- 
ful—f2 making dupes and money—as it ever 
was, but we never before taught even a 
glimpse of the explanation found by The 
Medical Journal for this mysterious and 
alarming phenomenon, It admits that “ in- 
creasing numbers of people seem to pe 
looking for relief from bodily ills in spe- 
cious and fantastic propositions and prom- 
ises of cure,” and for this dreadful state 
of affairs it blames the doctors—the real 
ones—because they so often charge inade- 
quate fees and because even those fees 
they so often refrain from collecting! Hence 
is it, declares this high authority, ‘that 
there is a general falling away in the . dn- 
fidence accorded to the old-time medical 
mind, and adds: ‘It is so easy for the 
kind-hearted physician to underestimate the 
money value of his time and services, and 
people are so apt to accept as of doubtful 
value what ig offered too freely. How 
common it is for physiclan and patient to 
coincide in the opinion that a spell of sick- 
ness is enough of an affliction without the 
added burden of a just and commensurate 
bill. Not so with those who extort a living 
from the real or fancied infirmities of men 
and women, breaking into medicine instead 


—— 
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of beet through the academic groves 
where the humanities flourish." Far be it 
from us to deny the existence of “ the 
kind-hearted physician" who cuts his bill 
according to his patient’s resources, but we 
do venture to doubt if the profession as a 
whole either has, or has earned, the repu- 
tation of charging less for its services than 
is compatible with obtaining and retaining 
practice in the face of competition which is 
none the less strenuous because it is for 
the most part silent. The virtues of doc- 
tors measure up extremely well with those 
of any other class of men with a living to 
make and heavy expenses to meet, and yet 
they do protest just a little too much’ about 
the amount of work they do for little or 
nothing. Much of their high-vaunted toil 
in the free hospitals is of the very highest 
educational value to themselves, since they 
could not otherwise acquire the knowledge 
and skill for which the well-to-do and the 
rich pay so high, and even the relatively 
little paid by the poor is often much for 
them. So, everything considered, we are 
not quite ready to accept The Medical 
Journal’s ingeniously modest theory of the 
vogue of quacks. We prefer to account for 
if by the fact that people well educated on 
general lines may be densely ignorant in 
special directions, and would blame the 
doctors only for making too long the claim 
to be the possessors of a recondite knowl- 
edge, incomprehensible to the uninitiate. 
That’s mere humbug, and lots of people 
know it nowadays, 


—Detesting cruelty to animals as heart- 
ily as we do, we are constantly troubled at 
finding ourselves in amused or angry dis- 
agreement with other people who are fight- 
ing the same great wrong, but who insist 
on using weapons that are absurd, useless, 
or wholly indefensible. Regard for the 
rights of animals—rights that are, after 
all, only the shadow of human duties and 
obligations—shows a lamentable tendency 
to degenerate into fads like anti-vivisection 
or vegetarianism, and the victims of those 
delusions seem to lose the reasoning power 
and the sense of humor. It is the latter 
mishap, doubtless, that accounts for some 
remarks on tiger hunting made by The 
Animals’ Defender, an excellently inten- 
tioned Boston publication that simply de- 
lights in going any length if only it can 
denounce somebody for injuring or even 
inconveniencing a beast. The tiger hunters 
it criticises are the Viceroy of India and his 
wife, and it works itself into a most, ludi- 
crous state of sarcastic indignation because 
a chronicler of their exploits defended the 
shooting of tigers from a platform in a 
treetop on the ground that these animals 
are dangerous enemies to Indian society. 
In reply, The Animals’ Defender says: 
“** Noblesse’ obliges manliness in any 
case, and under all circumstances, even 
though the creature under consideration be 
only a tiger. The spirit of fairness requires 
that your opponent share with you the 
right of self-defense. There is no trace 
of manuness where all personal danger is 
eliminated and killing is the sole object, 
but rank cowardice instead, be the perpe- 
trator the highest potentate of India or the 
humblest subject of the British Isles. If 
the beast is ‘dangerous to society,’ let 
society stay where it belongs, and not 
deliberately track nim to his lair. History 
proves men also to be rather dangerous, 
a foe to polite society, when their territory 
and home rights are menaced. At least the 
tiger stays at home, and never, save in 
case of direst need, carries war into the 
enemies’ country.” The idea that 
tigers have any proprietary rights to 
land as against men is certainly 
“the limit,”” and the cool way in which 
this queer paper ignores the number of 
people killed annually in India by tigers is 
amazing. It will be defending the cobras, 
next, for defending their ‘“‘ homes."’ 


—To condemn lynching is certainly bet- 
ter than to defend it, and to that extent 
the inhabitants of Alexandria, La., are to 
be commended, for they held a mass meet- 
ing this week and adopted resolutions stat- 
ing with all due emphasis that lynching 
is a bad thing. So nearly unanimous, how- 
ever, is civilized humanity on that point 
that the meeting might have accomplished 
more if it had devoted its time and energy 
to the denunciation of particular lynchers, 
mentioning them by name and suggesting 
practical means for getting them into jail 
with all convenient speed. However, it’s 
all right to condemn lynching—all right, 
that is, as a beginning. 


No Need for Judge Parker to Resign. 
To the Editor of The New York Pimes: 

I think Tox Tres takes a very foolish 
stand in asking Judge Parker to resign his 
position of Chief Justice so that he may 
state his views on current political ques- 
tions. I hope the Judge will not do any- 
thing of the kind. If it is really necessary 
he can write a letter to some friend or give 
an authorized interview, expressing his 
opinions on the principal issues of the day. 
This he could do and still maintain the dig- 
nified position that has been his ever since 
he took his seat upon the bench. 

Even if nominated at St. Louis, there 
would be no occasion for his resigning from 
the bench, and I for one would be sorry to 
see him do so. Of course, he could not 
with propriety remain a Judge and yet take 
an active part in the campaign, but there 
would be no ground for criticism were he 
to confine his political activity within the 
same limits that precedence and good form 
will fix for his opponent, the President. 
Tilden and Cleveland retained the Govern- 
orship during their campaigns for the Pres- 
ideney in 1876 and 1884, as did also Roose- 
velt while making his famous stumping 
tour for the Vice Presidency in 1900,

“THE JOY OF WORK.” 


Some Occupations Which Seem to Pre- 
clude Such a Possibility. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read with a good deal of interest your 
clever and thoughtful editorial entitled 
“The Joy of Work.” All labor which tends 
to call forth the best faculties a man pos- 
Sesses, mental and physical, while it exer- 
cises his skill and judgment, ought to be 
joyful, if not \prolonged to the verge of ex- 
haustion. If ‘all work were of this char- 
acter the world would be a pretty pleasant 
place to live in, and I think there would be 
but little voluntary idleness. But then the 
question arises, Is all or aven the most of 
the work done in the world of this agree- 
able nature? Alas! I fear it is far other- 
wise. Is it not true that a large, if not, 
indeed, the major portion of the labor per- 
fornied by the toiling millions is a wretched 
drudgery of so disagreeable a kind that no 
human being would perform it at all unless 
a cruel fate forced him to the task? 

What possible pleasure could a miner, dig- 
ging in the dark bowels of a coal pit, have 
in his monotonous and dangérous work? 
Or, what joy could the lad at the breakers 
extract from an employment that was 
stunting his growth and sending him to an 
untimely grave? President Eliot has prob- 
ably crossed the Atlantic on a steamship; I 
wonder if he ever peeped down into the 
tropical depths of the engine room, and 
watched the half-naked firemen shoveling 
fuel ceaselessly into the mouths of the 
flaming furnaces, and asked himself the 
question, How much pleasure are these, my 
brethren, getting out of work of that kind? 

The State of Massachusetts is renowned 
not only for the culture of its upper circles 
and the possession of Harvard University, 
but also for having within its borders some 
of the largest and finest cotton factories 
in the world. Did President Eliot ever take 
a day off from his university labors and 
visif\some of these huge factories and see 
the multitude of women and children who 
were tending with watchful eyes and quick 
fingers the buzzing and whirling machines 
in an atmosphere whose high temperature 
was blanching their cheeks and weakening 
their lungs? If he did, I wonder if, he re- 
flected on the possible pleasure these hu- 
man creatures were deriving from their mo- 
notonous and fatiguing toil. 

Or, did he ever in the study of the science 
of politigal economy in the realm of the con- 
crete direct his inquiry into the conditions 
prevailing in a match factory, for instance, 
or in @ glass works, or in one of the nu- 
merous branches of the chemical business? 
Or, did he ever find time to stroll into one 
of our huge sugar refineries, or into a plant 
for the manufacture of fertilizers, and stay 
long enough in the delectable atmosphere to 
moralize over the splendid opportunity for 
mental pleasure and culture, which the free- 
born operatives were having in the ten or 
twelve hours of their daily toil? 

Alas! I fear, as society is organized at 
present, it is a lamentable fact that the 
most dangerous, most unsanitary, and most 
wearisome labor, from which it is wholly 
impossible to extract a particle of joy, is 
the most poorly remunerated, besides hav- 
ing the longest hours of service! 

In my opinion the more firmly any trade 
is organized the less slavish will have to be 
the attitude of the workmen toward the 
Capitalist, and the more hope they can 
have of gaining their wishes an@ bettering 


their condition. TRUTH SEEKER, 
Brooklyn, May 9, 1904.

dustry and knights of the railroad. ‘Labor 
has to pay all, as well its own shortcomings 
as the crimes of others. Labor may be in 
some measure responsible for these condi- 
tions, but in a far greater degree the re- 
sponsibility rests upon employers (capital.) 
When the workman can sell his labor in a 
free market, when he can procure pure and 
wholesome food at a fair price, when cloth- 
ing made from other material than infected 
rags imported from foreign countries comes 
within his pecuniary reach, when he can 
rent a house at reasonable cost, (his hope 
of owning one is now reduced to despair, as 
John Mitchell might say,) in short, when he 
is free from the effects of the curse of 
monopoly, then he will be content with his 
lot, will joy in his work, and every day 
endeavor to surpass in excellence the per- 
formances of previous days—that is to say, 
when a decent respect for the spirit of 
justice shall modify or repress or take the 
place of the present ungodly greed for gain.

Landscapes, Shorescapes, and Marines 
at the Kraushaar Galleries. 


A dozen oil paintings by Mr. Frank De 
Haven will be shown until May 17 at the 
Kraushaar Galléries, 260 Fifth Avenue, His 
pictures are familiar to those who visit the 
exhibitions of the. Academy and Society; 
they are noted generally for a rich colora- 
tion and a thick impasto, with a tendency 
to low-toned, shadowy land and wood- 
scapes. Of late years, however, Mr. De 
Haven has introduced variations in his 
note—as the present exhibition shows. 

A bolder touch than usual is seen in the 
clouds of No, 7, ‘‘ Passing Shower,’ one of 
the happiest among the marines, which in- 
clude in their number his Academy pict- 
ure, “‘ The Storm and the Iceberg.” In the 
“ Passing Shower ”’ we find a similar break- 
ing away from old habits of the brush and 
@ more realistic, striking method employed. 
“Mist off the Maine Coast” has a like 
touch, only softened to suit the atmos-° 
pheric qualities. Through the light fog 
emerge the gaff and upper mainsail of a 
sloop. More conventionally akin to earlier 
works are “A June Morning” and “ Au- 
tumn Evening.” Russets and reds of a 
natural sort are shown in the “ Autumn” 
landscape. This picture is more than com- 
monly rich in tones; yet it fails to con- 
vince one that there was the same original 
energy behind the painter as when he made 
these views of ocean or painted such @ 
picture as ‘“‘A Tidal River’’ with its pict- 
uresque combination of water and land, its 
delicately turned sky and adequate color 
scheme. 

It is in accord with Mr. De Haven’s un- 
conscious preferences that his ‘“ Spring 
Time” is less interesting, on the whole, 
than his late afternoon and autumnal pict- 
ures. He does not communicate the suavity 
and inner joyousness of Spring as well as 
he can the pensiveness and tender gloom 
of other seasons. Compare “Spring 
Time” with ‘‘ Close of Day.” Perhaps it 
is this seriousness in his mental make-up 
that causes his marines to be the most suc- 
cessful of all in expressing some emotion; 
they contain— 

Sensations sweet 

Felt in the blood and felt along the heart, 


for the ocean through its uncontrollable 
movements, sharp air, and vastness in- 
clines us to a somewhat solemn frame of 
mind. Be that as it may, certainly for the 
past two or three years De Haven has been 
showing a remarkable power to grasp the 
hature of water in movement. His marines 
are taking high rank.

GEORGE W. LEDERER BANKRUPT 


Manager Owes $170,975 to 234 Creditors 
and Has No Assets. 


George W. Lederer, the theatrica] man- 
ager, filed a voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy in the United States District Court 
yesterday, giving his known liabilities as 
$170,975 and his total assets as clothing 
valued at $100, which is exempt under the 
law. Mr. Lederer gives the Ansonia, at 
Broadway and Seventy-third Street, as his 
place of residence. 

There are 234 creditors named in the 
schedule. The creditor in the largest 
amount is Robert F. Gillen of the Gillen 
Printing Company, with a claim of $15,000. 
The smallest claim is $10, due the New 
York Canine Infirmary at 118 West Fifty- 
third Street. Other claims are Daniel A. 
Sweeney, as assignee for Mary M. Thomas, 
>10.281, for costumes; Bank of New Am- 
sterdam, $5,000 on a note; C. W. Lester, 
$5,000 loan; Union Trust Company, $1,500 
on a note; Charles Scheuer, 79 Walker 
Street, $8,000 on notes; Maurice Runkle, 
>v,000 on a note; Pennsylvania Printing 
and Publishing Company of Philadelphia, 
$3,500. : 

Among creditors having claims against 
Lederer for professional services are the 
following: Thomas Q. Seabrooke, J. St. 
senry, Rose Coghian, Clara Lipman, anda

METHODISTS ON DANCING. 


Restrictions on This, Cards, and The- 
atres May Be Removed. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 12.—A question 
of importance which has come prominently 
to the fore in the Methodist General Con- 
ference proceedings is that involving a 
change in discipline to the extent of en- 
tirely removing the church ban on the 
pleasures of dancing, card playing, and 
theatre going.

Railroad Commission and Elevated Offi- 
cials Agree on Automatic Brakes. 


In a voluminous decision the State Rail- 
road Commission yesterday placed the 
blame for Monday's collision on the Third 
Avenue elevated roaa at Fifty-sixth Street 
on William Cornell, the motorman who was 
killed.

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CLAUSEN HIRED COACH, | 
BUT RIVES DROVE IT| 


Contest Over the Pioneer, Which 
Ended in a Compromise. 


BEHIND 


HOST WAS LEFT 


Had to Chase Vehicle for Which He Had 
Paid, and Then Found His Ards- 
ley Luncheon Eaten. 


George C. Clausen, ex-Commissioner of 
Parks, has not yet entirely recovered from 
the shock he experienced last Monday when 
he saw the coach Pioneer, which he had 
engaged to carry a party of friends to 
Ardsley, disappearing up Fifth Avenue with 
Reginald W. Rives on the box where he had 
planned to sit. 

Mr. Clausen last week decided that’ some 
Boston friends of his would enjoy the trip 
up the “ludson, so he engaged the coach in 
the usual way and paid $60 in advance. 
Not only that, but he instructed the book- 
ing clerk at the Holland House, whence the 
coach starts for Ardsley, to have luncheon 
ready for the Bostonians at the Ardsley 
Casino on the day on which the trip was to 
be made, 

“ Everything will be all right, Mr. Clau- 
scn,”’ said the clerk. So the ex-Commis- 
sioner invited his guests, and every one 
accepted, meeting at the Holland House 
on Monday morning. 

“Everything attended to?’’ inquired Mr. 
Clausen of the clerk. ‘‘ The luncheon, I 
presume—"’ 

“What luncheon?” asked the clerk. 

** Wha-a-a-at!’”’ ejaculated Mr. Clausen.

Stocks Weak; Call Money Firmer,

Stocks Yield Further Upon Accumula- 
tion and Appreciation of News 
Like That Aiready Known. 


The wished-for activity arrived yester- 
@ay, and presumably those who buy and 
‘pell stocks for commissions are happy 
whatever may be the frame of mind of 
‘those who operate for profit by the fluc- 
tuations in price. Doubt as to the happi- 
mess of the latter class is inspired by 
the contrariness of the day’s business. 
There was reason enough for a fall in 
anything, but there were marked ad- 
vances in stocks precisely most affected 
by the depressing intelligence. New 
“York Central, for instance, had to bear 
the brunt of the announcement of its new 
Aloan of $50,000,000 and of bad earnings, 
yet it was among the leaders of those 
which rose. Consolidated Gas ranged be- 
tween 203% and 210 and retained an ad- 
Vance of 3%, despite the veto of the 
Remsen bill, It is often said that good 
information will ruin anybody in Wall 
Street, and here is another proof of it. 
Everybody had the tip of the veto, and 
it was correct. Yet the stock rose more 
on the Governor’s veto than it did on 
the Mayor's signature. Speculators dis- 
played the same sort of admiration over 
the movement that surgeons are said to 
do over a comminuted fracture. It was 
admitted by all to be a “ beautiful case.” 
During the earlier manipulation much 
Was made of the mysterious sympathy 
between Brooklyn Union and Consoli- 
dated as proof that the Remsen bill 
would or not become law. There was the 
Same singular unity of movement be- 
tween the stocKS yesterday, and it was 
ingeniously said that the Brooklyn Union 
charter would be used as a substitute for 
the Remsen bill. Nothing could be less 
welcome, Anything which will prevent 
the marking of a stock up and down 25 
points ought to be forbidden by law. 
What the market needs is movement, 
and it is cruelty to speculators to offer 
them a substitute for a franchise which 
would merely facilitate the distribution 
of gas and the payment of dividends. 
The truth about the recent strength of 
Brooklyn Union is not at all exciting. 
More people are living in Brooklyn, and 
they are burning more gas, and the 
quarterly dividend was increased one- 
half of 1 per cent. But, as usual, the 
rise is probably over now, and those who 
buy the stock are likely to be supplied 
by insiders. 

There were too many declines to call 
the list. Atchison apparently waited for 
its dividend to come off before it re- 
flected the crop news. As so often hap- 
perms, a poor earnings report followed 
fast on the heels of the recent attempt 
to make out Louisville worth as much as 
St. Paul, and it was among the day’s 
weaker stocks, However, it might have 
fallen more if it had not been so well 
strengthened against the traffic de- 
crease, Wabash and Missouri Pacific 
have also been industriously pressed for 
a rise recently, but they, too, were among 
the weaker stocks. Most discomforting 
of all was the softness of the Steel group, 
both the producers of raw material and 
the coricerns making it into railway sup- 
‘plies. 

None of them made new low records 
except Steel common, which touched 9, 
and inspired queries as to when it would 
cross Leather common. 

There was some increase of foreign in- 
terest and trading, but it was not on 
the buying side. There was also a reso- 
lute attempt to put the best face on the 
crop news, and weakness in wheat as- 
sisted. If we are going to have less 
wheat, it is not altogether bad news 
that we are shipping less of it. For April 
the decrease in our exports of bread- 
stuffs was $11,319,993. The foreigners 
can get wheat cheaper elsewhere, but 
this is the world’s largest and freest 
market for gold, and we prefer to send 
it instead of domestic products. More in- 
terest is being taken in the outward 
movement with clearer disclosure that 
as yet at least the Panama business is 
playing a minor part in the exports, and 
some extravagant estimates of the possi- 
ble aggregate are being made. However, 
2 per cefht. was the highest for money, 
and until the rate reaches old-fashioned 
figures, say 6 per cent. and a commis- 
sion, it is difficult to interest practical 
men in academic questions regarding 
such matters.

Morgan & Co. Get Last B Last Bars on Paris— 
Foreign Exchange May Rise. 


J. P. Morgan & Co, engaged yesterday 
at the Assay Office for export on Saturday 
$3,500,000 in gold bars, taking the last of 
the bars above 994 fine, which has been the 
limit fixed by the Bank of France. Later 
in the day an engagement of $1,500,000 in 
the lower grade bars was made by a firm 
which requested the Assay Office not to 
make its name known, but which was gen- 
erally thought to be Lazard Fréres. There 
were several other firms who were desirous 
of making shipments on Saturday, but who 
were deterred for fear the Bank of France, 
which controls the gold supply in Paris, 
would refuse to take the low grade bars. 

A number of the foreign houses cabled 
yesterday afternoon to their correspondents 
in Paris for information on the subject. 
Some were of the opinion that the bank 
might tdke the low grade bars on the 
payment of a charge of one-quarter, 
perhaps one-half per mille, but other ex- 
change houses said that the bank would 
not accept such bars without remelting, 
which would add very materially to the 
cost of the shipments. The heavy gold 
shipments, including the $5,000,000 engaged 
yesterday, have exhausted the Assay Of- 
fice’s supply of high grade bars, and much 
of its supply of the lower grade has been 
shipped to Philadelphia to be coined, so 
that there are now available only about 
$9,000,000 in bars, all below 994 fine. 

A continuation of the gold exports, and it 
seems certain that a good deal more gold 
will go out on this movement, will necessi- 
tate the shipment of gold coins, the cost 
of sending which probably would be only 
a little more than the cost of shipping the 
low grade bars, if remelting should be re- 
quired on the other side. The resort to 
either the low grade bars or to gold coin 
probably would result in higher rates for 
foreign exchange as the rates would ac- 
commodate themselves to the changed con- 
ditions of gold shipments, 


SAVINGS BANK INVESTMENTS.

WINTER WHEAT CROP. 

Concerning the condition of Winter wheat, 
Dun’s Review says: 

Dispatches to Dun’s Review from branch offices 
of R. G. Dun & Co. in the Winter wheat belt 
agree that the crop has suffered serious in- 
jury, and it is now practically certain that the 
yield will fall short of the quantity expected 
earlier in the season, and be materially smaller 
than the average for recent preceding years. 
Weather conditions have been particularly dis- 
appointing in the Northern States, Ohfo and 
Indiana dispatches promising only about half a 
crop. In_ sections where the wheat loss is 
heaviest there should be harvested a much larger 
crop of other cereals, for the abandoned wheat 
area has been plowed up and planted with corn 
and oats. On the other hand, there are some 
favorable returns from other States, notably 
Kansas, which is the leading Winter wheat 
State, needed moisture falling in abundance. In 
Missouri reports indicate a generally satisfactory 
condition. From Texas some ae re- 
ports are also issued, although the ar from 
the Southwest are much mixed, and is diffi- 
cult to arrive at any definite idea o * che total 
yield in that section. In Central Illinois condi-

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Considerable increase in Activity, 
with General Decline in Prices. 


Steel Common Makes New Low Record 
« —Erie’s Bad Earnings — Copper 
Settlement Rumors. 


Apart from the rather sensational ad- 
vance in Consolidated Gas, the principal 
interest in the stock market yesterday was 
found in the Steel stocks, in which a new 
low record was established for the com- 
mon, while the preferred was very weak. 
In the first hour the trading was on a scale 
much in excess of any recent day, but the 
market quieted down a good deal after the 
first burst of activity, and until the closing 
hour the transactions, except in a very few 
issues, were no larger than of late.

Combine Tries to Offset Surface 
Company’s Tunnel Offer. 


EVEN BROOKLYN TRANSFERS! 


Connecting Platform Subways Across 
Town—Many Attend Public Hear 
ing on Routes. 


As_an offset to the proposition of the 
Metropolitan interests to give free trans- 
fers between their surface lines and the 
next rapid transit subway, if built by the 
Metropolitan, the Interborough Rapid Tran- 
sit Company has formed a combination with 
the Schmidt & Gallatin moving platform 
syndicate to interchange transfers from 
the elevated or subway lines to a platform 
subway under Thirty-fourth Street. 

This proposition was laid before the Rapid 
Transit Commission at yesterday's meeting 
by F. Kinsbury Curtis, lawyer for the syn- 
dicate. According to the plan of the com- 
bination, the Thirty-fourth Street cross- 
town connection from Ninth~ to Second 
Avenues, if.made possible of construction, 
will be followed by like moving platform 
subways through Grand, Twenty-third, 
Fourteenth, and Fifty-ninth Streets, to con- 
nect the elevated and subway lines. 

The proposition of Mr. Curtis covers the 
original route suggested by the moving 
platform people—over the Williamsburg 
Bridge, with a loop to the Battery—and 
then urges the second route across Thir- 
ty-fourth Street. This, it is argued, will 
afford relief to the congestion that will be 
caused’ when the Pennsylvania Railroad's 
tunnel station is ready for use. The trans- 
fer offer made by Mr. Curtis was: 


For a single fare of 5 cents we will transport 
passengers or cause them to be transported from 
any point on the moving platform route to any 

oint in Manhattan or Brooklyn reached by the 
nterborough Rapid Transit Company, “whether 
by its elevated or its subway lines. We will also 
carry over our route, without additional fare, 
passengers in transit from any one to any other 
of the Interborough Company's lines, provided 
only that the journey of such passengers shall be 
continued in the original direction. This will 
enable a passenger for a fare of 5 cents to ride 
from the Pennsylvania Station and all pdints on 
Thirty-fourth Street, via our platforms and the 
Interborough lines, to all points on said lines in 
Manhattan and Brooklyn, and vice versa.

Some 
weeks ago, however, William Barclay Par- 
sons, in a report to the board, said that 
First Avenue would be unavailable because 
the water line left only between six to 
nine feet below the surface, rendering a 
subway there impossible.

HERE TO PROSECUTE WOODEND 


Goodwyn Denies Any Settlement—Hear 
ing Is Adjourned.

charges the larceny of $8,600. This sum, 
Mr. Goodwyn says he intrusted to Dr. 
Woodend, and it is set forth in the affi- 
davit that Dr. Woodend admitted he had 
lost it in speculation when demand was 
made upon him for its return. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan con-

WOODROW WILSON ON 
BUSINESS AND POLITICS 


Urges College Education at Bank 


COUNTRY’S FUTURE IS THEIRS 


Assistant Cashier Twitchell of the 
Chase National Talks About 
Legitimate Finance. 


President Wilson of Princeton, as the 
principal speaker at the third annaul ban- 
quet of the New York Chapter, American 
Institute of Bank Clerks, held last night 
at the Hotel St. Denis, responded to the 
toast, ‘‘ Business and Politics,”’ with an ur- 
gent plea for statesmanship in banking and 
business and.a college education as a nec- 
essary preparation for the banker and busi- 
ness man of the future. 

“I Know we live in an age of technical 
education,"’ said Prof, Wilson, “ but I want 
to say to you frankly that ten years from 
now technical education will not mean all 
it means to-day. Already the world is so 
built that if I know only my own task I 
know practically nothing at all. It is be- 
coming a necessity to-day, and will be more 
so in the future for a man to know not 
only the ins and outs of his own profes- 
sion, but also its relation to all other pro- 
fessions and pursuits if he is not to lose his 
way in this world of ours. 

‘““You know that modern ‘business is not 
what business used to be. Business no lon- 
ger has local limitations or geographical 
boundaries. There is hardly any kind of 
business that does not send its tentacles to 
the end of the world; that is. particularly 
true about banking. Because money is 
needed in every province of enterprise, 
banking touches every other profession.” 
Reverting to the subject of his toast Pres- 
ident Wilson added: 

“‘No majority ever rules anything. Ma- 
jorities are manipulated. The concerting 
minority invariably determines what the 
majority shall do. You say you are self- 
governing. But did you ever choose the 
candidate you gave your vote? I think 
not, for candidates are selected by men 
whom you do not know and never met, and 
men whom perhaps you wonld not care to 
meet or know. And if you want to do any 
choosing yourself you must belong to that 
little coterie. 

** Leaders in the world of finance manipu- 
late the destinies of the Nation to-day. 
Sometimes they manipulate them to the 


detr:.nent of the counfry, but that is always 
either through ignorance or corruption, and 
most frequently from ignorance. But on 
the other hand it is true that frequently 
the wise financier has come to the rescue 
of his country in the hour of its direst need. 
‘I do not predict or anticipate a revolu- 
tion in this country, but if a revolution 
does come, social or economic, it will be 
because the leaders in finance have not 
en thoughtful enough or looked far 
enough ahead. I believe the majority of 
bankers in this country are men of the 
highest probity, but if temptation comes 
the banker should remember that he has 
in his hand the very nerves of the social 
organism, and that if he closes it cruelly 
- whole body politic will tremble and 
wince.’ 
H. K. Twitchell, assistant cashier of the 
Chase National Bank, who responded to 
the toast, ‘The Banker of the Future,”’ 
said in part: 
‘The speculative tendency of the times 
has led bankers to depart from their legiti- 
mate field and lend their credit to the pro- 
motion of questionable industrial proposi- 
tions and to use their funds to float com- 
binations whose intrinsic value is repre- 
sented by their bonded indebtedness and 
where both preferred and common stock 
represent re profits that never will 


be realized. 
“‘We are witnessing now, and it will be 


more evident in the future, a reaction from 
the commercial pressure that has marked 
the last five years in the business world. I 
believe that the public in the future is 
going to demand of the banker a stricter 
adherence to the old-fashioned doctrines 
that the bank deposits are trust funds.”’ 

M. F. Bauer, Presidént of the Chapter, 
was toastmaster, There were about 200 
members present.

Five, Convicted of “ Knocking Down” 
Fares, Are Sentenced.
